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DEED May Lead 
Eastern Seaboard |^

DEED may become an im- 
portant word in the Virginia 
Beach School system if a|^- 
roved by the School Board and 
if federal funds can be obtained. 

DEED stands for Diaposis, 
Effectuation, Experimentation, 
Demonstration Center. Robert 
Stenzhorn, director of federal 
programs, is currently work- 
ing on a presentation to submit 
for a Title III federal grant— 
the first such application for 
Virginia Beach. Title III funds 
are granted for new innovations 
in education, which is what 
DEED would be. According to 
Stenzhorn, there's no center 
anything like it on the Eastern 
Seaboard. 

But first the plans must be 
approved by the School Board. 
School Supt. E.E. Brickell said 
it was '"unfortunate" that "a 
part" of the plans were pub- 
lished in a Norfolk newspaper 
before the School Board re- 
ceived the plans. 

The DEED Center would be 
located in the present Union 
Kempsville High School "if and 
when funds are available," 
Stenzhorn said. 

Both Strazhorn and Brickell 
emphasized that the center will 
not be used for "educational 
misfits." 

It Is formally described as 
a comprehensive diagnostic-fa- 
cility. This will support the ed- 
ucation of every child in an 
Individual manner who needs 
specialized assistance. 

The classes would include 
both educable and trainable re- 
tarded children, as well as 
children with speech and hear- 
ing handicaps and emotional 
protdems. Gifted children (with 
I.Q.*s over 130) would also re- 
ceive specialized enridunent 

classesi T)ie center woti)d \9Pi9 
air- cM«tnient' /^ about- 400^ 
children, six to eight years old. 

Afiot&er major purpose of the 
center would be to test ioA 
evaluate educational and psy- 
chological innovations in 
cooperation with Old Dominion 
College's School of Education. 
Dr. Franklin Ross Jones, Dean 
of the School of Education, has 
pledged "full staff cooperation" 
to the center. 

Staqzhorn said the college 
faculty, candidates for graduate 
degrees, and students in. all 
phases of education \yould be 
available to staff the facility 
with aides, teachers and re- 
searchers. 

He also said that the center 
would not replace special ed- 
ucation classes In the public 
schools, but that "some special 
education students would att- 
end" the center. 

Many students would attend 
the center on a part time basis 
for treatment and in addition to 
their regular classes too. These 



speech and reading problems. 
Stenzhorn pointed out that the 
center would not only be for 
diagnosis of problems, but it 
would be for their treatment. 
Hopefully, all six -year -old 
children in Virginia Beach 
would be tested and evaluated 
before they begin first grade 
to uncover possible physical as 
' well as learning disabilities. 

Stenzhorn said Union Kemp- 
sville not only has the space, 
but it is centrally located in 
the city. 

If approved by the School 
Board, the Virginia Beach 
Schools will seek$30,000 to plan 
the center. Stenzhorn estimated 
that the total cost to put the 
center in operation would be 
about $250,000. 

The next step is up to the 
School Board. 

Ordinance 

May Mean 
New Judges 

City Council In June passed 
an ordinance that could pave 
the way . for the appointment 
of new associate judges of Mun- 
icipal Courts InVirginiaBeach. 
The new ordinance makes jud- 
ges of Municipal Court inter- 
changeable with judges of Juv- 
enile and Domestic Relations 
Coprt. , 

Philip L. Russo and Mary R. 
Speight have since resigned as 
associate judges of Municipal 
Court, but are under the new 
action able to serve in that 
capacity anyway. Russo is judge 
of Juvenile and Dohiestic Re- 
lations Court and Miss Speight 
is associate judge in the same 
cotirt; 

In ^itional changes Thomas 
F. Betz, Jr., a former assistant 
to the Comifionwealth Attorney 
here has been appointed sub- 
stitute judge for both the Muni- 
cipal and Juvenile Courts for a 
term which expires Dec. 31, 
1970. Betz, who served the city 
until this year, is now associat- 
ed with Owen and Guy, attor- 
neys. 

Also Frank E. Butler III has 
been named associate judge of 
both courts. He has been sub- 
stitute judge. 

Because of the heavy case 
load in both courts and the len- 
gth of sessions of all judges 
there is some speculation that 
one or more associate judges 
will be named for the courts 
in the near future. 

The case load for Circuit 
Courts is also quite high, but 
no action can be taken on nam- 
ing a new judge for that court 
until the 1970 session of the

Both houses of Congress have 
i to^y all authorized fed- 
for the 1967-68 school 
ve agreed not to cut 
appi^riations for thecom- 
ear.

The House Appropriations 
Committee recommended sharp 
reductions in the funds, but the 
full House overrode the comm- 
ittee and voted no cuts. The 
Senate also approved essent- 
ially the same measure in a 
supplem,ental appropriat- 
ions bill. There are still some 
differences in the two bills, 
but conferees are expected to 
work out those minor changes.

The final passage of the im- 
pact funds measure will mean 
a payment of $2,406,590 in fed- 
eral funds to Virginia Beach.

Ports- 
mouth, Newport News, Hamp- 
ton and Chesapeake will share 
approximately another $5 mil- 
lion.

A number of persons In the 
government of ^he city of Nor- 
folk "are suspect to conflicts 
between their personal and 
public Interests," according to 
a front page article in the weekly 
Norfolk publication, the VIR- 
GINIA OBSERVER. 

The article, with the by-Ilne 
of the newspaper's editor 
Gordon Dillon, states that over 
26 members of Norfolk boards 
and commissions may be In- 
volved in conflicts of interest 
Involving mlllloiid of dollars. 

While the same subject in 
Virginia Beach concerning re- 
latively small amounts of money 
and only a few Individuals have 
been highly publicized in Nor- 
folk dally newspapers, there 
has been almost no mention of 
any possible conflicts of Inter- 
est In Norfolk, none since the 
OBSERVER story. 

Those mentioned by DlUon 
In his article have not been men- 
tioned in those same daily news- 
papers In connection with con- 
flict of interest. 

Those whom the article says 
are principally involved are 



Henry Clay Hofheimer n, mem- 
ber of theCommunity Promotion 
Commission and former mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees 
of the Norfolk Museum; Charles 
L, Kaufman, Sr., chairman of 
the Norfolk Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority; Vincent 
Thomas, chairman of the Nor- 
folk School Board; and J. C. 
Council, member of the Norfolk 
Board of Minimum Housing 
Standards. 

The article further says, 
"Eighteen other 'official' mem- 
bers of Norfolk Boards and 
Commissions may also be In- 
volved In conflict of interest as 
interpreted by Attorney General 
(Robert Y. ) Button and as 
spelled out in state law." 

Reportedly the case of Ba:yior, 
whom Dillon says sold Norfolk 
$48,080.15 in goods and services 
In the last 18 months has been 
argued before and is allegedly 
still pending. 

The OBSERVER article says 
Blum was paid $333,000 by the 
city for engineering work on 
the new cultural and conven- 
tion center; that Winn was paid 
an undetermined amount for 



In the case of Hofheimer, 
the article states that Hofhel- 
mer's firm, Southern Mater- 
ials, Inc., has been paid $77,- 
725.78 in the last 18 months 
for city contracts and that the 
same firm has reportedly been 
awarded a $400,000 contract 
for concrete work for the new 
convention center. Another firm 
of his, Southern Block and Pipe 
Co. has reportedly been award- 
ed a $1 million subcontrftt 
for underground piling supports 
on the same building, accord- 
ing to the article. 

V^hen contacted by the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN concerning 
the allegations, Hofheimer said, 
"I have no comment to make. 



I havoi't seen It (the article) 
and I don't pay much attastion 
to that sort of thing anyway." 

He added that the only In- 
formation he had about the art- 
icle was what had been men- 
tioned to him casually during 
a weekend cocktail party. 

Concerning Kaufman the art- 
icle stated that Kaufman, Sr. 
is also a member of the board 
of directors of Southern Block 
,|nd Pipe Co. and that his and 
Hofheimer's firms also had 
subcontracts on other Norfolk 
tax paid a>ntracts. ^

Liquor Is Up to Voters 



Local option llquor-by-the- 
drink is now the law of Vir- 
ginia, and localities may pet- 
ition the courts for a refer- 
endum on the matter. The law 
went into effect on July 1, 90 
days after the end of the 1968 
Virginia General Assembly. 

Plans now call for the Vir- 
ginia Beach Circuit Court to be 
petitioned some time next week 
to set the referendum on local 
option here on Nov. 5, the 1968 
General Election day, accord- 
ing to Albln Mailhes, executive 
vice-president of the Virginia 
Beach Chamber of Commerce, 

About 12,000 signatures were 
gathered onpetltlons by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Chamber of Com- 
merce-Virginia Beach Jaycees 
special committee set up for 
that purpose. Only about 3,500 
signatures were actually 
needed. 

After the petitions are turned 
In, it Is expected the same com- 
mittee win continue operating 
In Virginia Beach under the 
chairmanship of Ri^rd Guy, 
to educate the general public 
and to get out the vote for 
local option llquor-by-the- 
drlnk. Although no organized 
.opposition has come forward 
86 far; opposition, however to- 
ken, IS expected. 

The earliest possible date 
for cocktails to be served in 
qualifying restaurants here will 
be about Jan. 1, 1969. 

Meanwhile the first Virginia 
locality, Bath County, home of 
the Homestead and a number of 
other resort hotels and inns 
will vote on Aug. 30. The court 
there received a petition last 
Friday containing 903 names, 
about five times the numbn: 
needed to call the referendum. 

A large number of the quail- 
fled voters In the county are 
employed at the Homestead and 
other resort businesses, there- 



fore the issue is expected to 
pass over any opposition. Thus 
Bath County, one of the smallest 
ill Virginia, will most likely 
begin serving cocktalls-by about 
Oct. 1, 1988, some three months 
ahead of any other locality in 
the state, Including Virginia 
Beach. 



The new Freedom of Infor- 
mation law, which went Into 
effect In Virginia on July 1, 
has caused some changes in 
governmental meetings In Vir- 
ginia Beach, but officials do not 
regard them as serious changes 
and do not forsee any problem 
in complying with the law. 

The new act prohibits mun- 
icipal governing bodies from 
holding private, closed-door or 
executive meetings except to 
discuss Certain Items, such as 
p^sonnel,* Investments, real 
estate sales and efforts to bring 
Industry to ah area. 

The effect the new law will 
have on Virginia Beach Is still 
not entirely clear, but closed 
meetings of both the School 
Board and the City Planning 
Commission will definitely not 
be held In the future. 

The law allows such executive 
meettegs if ttte meeting Is an- 
nounced and voted in a public 
meeting, but then restricts what 
can be discussed there. 

In the case of the Planning 
Commission It has been the 
practice to hold a public hearing 
with no immediate deliberation 
or vote on the matter by the 
commissioners. An executive 
meeting was held later to vote 
and to make recommendations 
to City Council, which discussed 
the matters and held another 
public hearing a month later. 
City Planning Director Pat- 
rick Standing said the meetings 
will probably be a^ittle longer 
now with the vote being taken 
at the public hearing, but he 
does not forsee any other parti- 
cular problems. He noted that 
the public win merely know of 
the declilons a little sooner 
than before, but added that 
where most controversial mat- 
ters were concerned in the past, 
those involved were usually 
aware of the decisions anyway. 
"I've never known how the 
word leaked out," he said, "but 
It always does." 

J. W. Bufflngton, chairman 
of the School Board said that 
much more will probably be 
talked about in formal meet- 



in^ than was In Utmost. He 
foresaw some problems, again 
not particularly serious. 

He said that the subject of 
school sites might be a pro- 
blem If discussed In open meet- 
ing or problems concerning dis- 
cipline. The law, however, 
states that real estate trans- 
actions and personnel may t>e 
discussed In private meetings 
under most circumstances. 

Virginia Beach City Council 
has held regular non-pulbUcf 
meetings on alternate Mondays 
when Council did not meet for- 
mally, and has also held a 
short closed door meeting just 
prior to formal sessions. MoA 
other area Councils have done 
the same. 

The future of these sessions, 
while in doubt at present, is 
apparently rather good. City 
Attorney Harry Marshall has 
Te|i«f*Mlr totd CouncU^AttUi. 
can and cannot do and what 'It 
can and cannot discuss In pri- 
vate meetings, but his Inter- 
pretation of the law has not been 
made public. 

The non-public meeting sche- 
duled for last Monday was can- 
celled, however, amid specula- 
tion that complete interpreta- 
tion of the law would soon tM 
forthcoming and precedents 
would soon be set. 

Most Councilmen maintain 
that the non-public sessions in 
the past have not been regular 
meetings but "briefing" sess- 
ions where an agenda was dis- 
cussed, and thMe problems still 
allowable Under the law. 

Council never took any final 
vote In closed meetings. One 
Councilman said that ^diatever 
was discussed In those meetings 
either was dropped at that time 
or was given full final action 
In an open meeting. 

Most looked upon the non- 
public meetings as a way to 
save time In regular meetings. 

The new act was pressed for 
by a professional journalistic 
society, among others, so that 
public officials would have to

VA-75 Returns Home to Beach 



Attack Squadron Seventy 
Five, the fltst A-6 Intruder 
Squadron to deploy to Vietnam, 
has returned to Oceana Naval 
Air Station from its second 
combat deployment as one of the 
most decorated carrier-based 
squadrons of the war. 

The "Sunday Punchers," fly- 
ing combat strikes for the past 
six months from the deck of the 
carrier Kitty Hawk, earned 
their recognition by flying a 
record number of low level, 
high speed bombing missions 
over the most heavily defended 
areas of North Vietnam. 

Part of tiiat record was writ- 
ten by the squadron as a unit. 
VA-75 dropped more ordance 
during a single deployment than 
any other Navy squadron. Rec- 
ords were also set for the most 
combat sorties and combat 
hours flown by an A-6 squad- 
ron. Another part of that rec- 
ord is revealed by the number 
of individual decorations the 
flight crews have received. The 
awards include two Navy Cross- 
es, four Silver Stars, fourteen 
Distinguished Plying Crosses, 



137 Individual strike Air Med- 
als, 50 strike fli^t Air Med- 
als, 30 Navy Commendation Me- 
dals and 10 Navy Achievement 
Medals. 

The Navy Crosses, the high- 
est award for valor given by 
that service, were presented 
to Cdr. J.M. Zacharias and his 
bombardier-navigator L C d r. 
M.R. Hall for their success- 
ful night attack on the Hanoi 
dock facilities on Feb. 24,1968. 
The Silver Stags, the Navy's 
second hii^est combat award, 
were presented to the executive 
officer of the squadron, Cdr. 
A.S. Falconer and his bom- 
bardier-navigator Lt. W.F, Le- 
ahy, and LCdr. J.I. Fink and 
his bombardier-navigator Lt. 
F.L. Hewitt for their strikes 
against the heavily defended 
Ylen Bien railroad yards iota 
miles east of Hanoi. 

Asked what he considered ttie 
squadron's most significant 
strike, Cdr. Zacharias said, 
"Any strike in the Hanoi area 
was a significant strike.

Lt on USS Liberty 
Earns Silver Star 



A young Naval officer who 
gave his life trying to identify 
aircraft attacking the USS Li- 
berty last June has been awar- 
ded the Silver Star medal, post- 
umously, for conspicuous gal- 
lantry in action. 

Retired Navy Capt. and Mrs. 
Joseph C. Toth of Virginia 
Beach were to receive the medal 
for their son, Lt. Stephen S. 
Toth, in ceremonies attheNor- 
follc Naval Station this morning. 

I^t. Toth, a 1963 graduate of 
the U.S. Naval Academy, was 
on the starboard wing of the 
ship's flying bridge when Is- 
raeH planes attacked the Li- 
berty off the coast of Egypt, 
on June 8, 19i67. 

The citation for the Silver 
Star credits him with leaving 
the protected bridge, without 
regard for his own life, and 
exposing himself during an 
overwhdming machine gun and 
rocket attack, in an attempt to 
Identify the nationality of the 
attacking aircraft. 

Lt. Toth was fatally Injured 
during the attack from a violent 
explosion on the deck below. 
In addition to the Silver Star, 
the nation's fourthhighest com- 
bat decoration, the 28-year-old 
officer was awarded the Purple 
Heart. 



Lt. Toth's father, Capt. Toth, 
retired in 1961 after 30 years' 
naval service. He was com- 
manding officer of Naval Air 
Station, Key West, before hl^ 
retirement.

Race from 
Bermuda 

The Chesapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel, 620 miles west of 
Bermuda, is the destination of 
a group of racing yachts that 
sailed from the British Colony 
at 4 p.m. Monday, July 1. 

The crewmen in the race, 
which is sponsored by the 
Cruising Club of Virginia and 
the Royal Bermuda Yacht Club, 
are carrying on where the 
founders of Bermuda left off. 
Bermuda was settled in 1609 
when British colonists sailing 
to Virginia were shipwrecked 
on the rodcy coastline. 

The yachtsmen's goal is at 
the mouth of the Chesapeake 
Bay, at Cape Henry in Virginia 
Beach, where an earlier group 
of British colonists— the 
Jamestovib settlers — made 
their landfoll In 1607. 

The vessels that sailed in 
file 1968 race range from 40' 
to 60' in length and are manned 
by eight to ten men. They are 
expected to begin crossing the 
finish line-rthe exact center 
between the north and south 
islands of the Thimble Shoal 
Tunnel of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel— Friday evening, 
July 5, or early on Saturday 
morning.

Banks of North CaroUna is 
quite narrow, being only a lit- 
tle over a mile wide at its wid- 
est point. Much of the land is 
low, marshy and unuseable. 

Diring bad storms False 
Cape has been known to be com- 
pletely inundated. In years past 
storms have also been known to 
add to the cape and have closed 
up natural inlets to Back Bay 
which once were open to boats. 
There are few treed areas and 
most growth is low, but wild- 
life abounds In the area. 

There are a number of large 
hunting lodges built onthecs4i)e, 
but most other housing is of a 
summer resort type or mobile 
homes. There is no road to the 
area, and the only access is by 
traveling the beach. 

While plans now call for the 
purchase of some of the land 
(or the state park within 
next few years, full land ac 
quisitton. and development is 
ItUl a long way off. Consult- 
ant Stanley W. Abbott, of Wil- 
liamsburg, is charged wltti the 
responsibility of drawing up the 
master plan. He, Bolen and 
Richard Gibbons, state park 
planner, are also examining 
similar parks in New York and 
New Jersey with an eye toward 
the future of False Cape.

Two 18-year-old Virginia 
Beach yooUis are scheduled to 
enter Monldpal Cmurt on fbe 
15Ut of this monib oa charges 
of illegal possession, of nar- 
cotic drugs. The suspiects have 
been identifled as Vivian B. 
Hodgson Ul of Muddy Cre^ 
Road, and Leslie G. Shaw, Jr. 
of 77th Street. 

Police said the two were 
arr^ed in the 2400 block of 
Atlantic Avenue when an in- 
vestig^iOD led to the confisca- 
tion of a quantity of concen- 
trated marijuam commonly re- 
ferred to as "basliish", and a 
large number of tablets which 
Initially jfere identified as LSD. 
A mor«|iliprough examination of 
(he ta^n, however, showed 
they cdNllned STP, marking 
the first ttme STP showed i?) 
in the resort city. The com- 
bined value of the drugs, if 
sold illegally, would be nearly 
$800. 

Tt)e tablets had been man- 
ufactured in such a manner that 
they could each be broken down 
into three segments, or

The investigation of the case 
is still conttnuing with the poss- 
ibility of other charges being 
made.

Aid to Law Enforcement 



The following is a special article written by Virginia's Junior Senator concerning the new 
crime control bill which recently was enacted by both houses of Congress and signed by Presi- 
dent Johnson. 



Last week the Omnibus Crime Control Act 
became law. Public attention has centered pri- 
marily on its gun control provisions, generally 
to the exclusion of other sections which will, 
perhaps, prove to be even more helpful to us 
in solving V^ crime problem. One of the major 
sections ol the new Act anUioiriaes federal 
grants to bolster law enforcmAent at state 
and local levels. The grants will hot be used 
to finance new federal law enforcement activlt- 
ity. Rather, they will be made to the state 
governments for use by state and local offic- 
ials. 

The Act authorizes $100 million in federal 
aid during the first year and $300 million dur- 
ing the second. 'Certainly, this will be money 
well spent. 

Among the many purposes of the grants is 
new assistance to state and local law enforce- 
ment agencies in recruiting and training per- 
sonnel and in modernizing their ojperatlons to 
take advantage of the latest method and equip- 
ment. Some money^Ube earmarked for estab- 
lishment of new anchmuch-needed riot-control 
procedures and programs. 

Another section Jbf the Act clarifies and 
modifies existing law on the useof wiretapping 
by law enforcement officers. ItwiUenablethem 
to use such surveillance technicpies legally, 
with court approval, for a large number of 
suspected federal and state crimes. This auth- 



ority can be particularly well used in invest- 
igations of organized crime. 

Yet another section of the Act deals with 
the prosecution phase of crime control. It 
should remove several of the more technical 
limitations which have been placed on public 
prosecutors seeking convictions in federal 
courts. 

Under the new law a judge can determine, all 
things considered, whether a confession of guilt 
by the accused was made voluntarily. Judges 
will no longer automatically be required to ex- 
clude a confessfon from the evidence because < 
police delayed in bringing a suspect before a 
magistrate for arraignment or because they 
failed to advise him of his right to remain sil- 
ent and his right to a lawyer. The condition, of 
course, is that the judge must find, on the basis 
of all the evidence, that the defendant confessed 
voluntarily. 

These provisions constitute a very real step 
forward in bringing crime and violence under 
control in America. They will not provide a 
complete or an Immediate solution. They were 
much debated in Congress, and other proposals, 
not yet adopted, may well be enacted in the 
future to strengthen law enforcement. Stilly at 
a time when crime and violence seem to 
increasing out of all control, these measures 
will help us move back toward a society of 
greater safety and order. 



Reappraising TV Violence 

The following is a comprehensive editorial reiwrt on a subject of wide interest which appeared 
in the Newport NeWs DAILY PRESS. It is reprinted here for our readers. 



Television both mirrors American society 
and shapes it. Hence, TV's depiction of vio- 
lence falls into two categories. One is to 
cover the news and the other is to provide 
entertainment. 

Television maintains a reportorial oblig- 
ation to show the brutality of the Vietnamese 
war in which -so many Americans it^ being 
wjounded and killed. Virtually instantaneous 
visual communication links the battlefront 
and the living room. The effect of this dev- 
elopment—in stimulating revulsion against 
war or converting its bestiality into a routine 
nightly experience— probably won't be deter- 
mined for years. 

■ Film footage shown on national television 
has been becoming Increasingly bold. Cameras 
which once turned away are now focusing on 
the dead. Still, Some discretion is being ex- 
ercised. A Virginia newspjiper editor, Mrs. 
Sarah S. Carlln of the Alexandria Gaaette 
who is j(ist back from Vietnam, reports of 
Mfing "evenls^and pictures so IbrrlWe ttiey ' 
are almost unbelievable and certainly un- 
printable. 

The violence shown on television as enter 
tainnient is another matter. And the assassi- 
nations of Martin I.uther Kinc and Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy-iiot the killing in Vietnam —have 
triggered a national outcry against excessive 
merchandising and broadcasting of violence 
as a form of entertainment. 

The response by the broadcasting industry 
has been quick. CBS lias announced that it will 
"de-emphasIze violence." ABC said It is re- 
viewing its programlnlng in order to "prohibit 
the use of violence forihe sake of violence." 



NBC reports that it will pursue "policies and 
procedures to guard against the depiction of 
violence for its owp sake." 

Actors, too, are protesting. Amovementhas 
started in Hollywood to boycott the making of 
violent TV tapes and films. Television person- 
alities have taken ads in Hollywood trade pap- 
ers to state their opposition to Inordinate 
screen violence. ^ 

All this doesn't mean that there won't be 
any mere shoot 'em ups on TV. It means there 
may be fewer. It means violence, perhaps, will 
be less realistic, less glory. It means that 
broadcasters, who accepted the role of pro- 
jgram leadership when they accept their lic- 
ense to broadcast, are being forced to con- 
sider propriety, the suitability, of their offer- 
ings. V,., 

As Jack Gould observed In the New York 
times: 

"Restraint in emphasizing violence and tor- 
ture-as ingredients of entertainment is both 



little to ask and long overdue. TV obviously is 
totally capable of broadening its scope in many 
other creative directiogs and reflecting the 
very best, not the worst, in our culture. 

"Commercial television needs to make a 
careful reappraisal of its role as amass med- 
ium in a sense even broader than it iiad real- 
ized... Television's most visionary leaders 
sadly misjudged the home screen's revolu- 
tionary forc^ after World War 11: in the anx- 
ious summer of 1968 it cannot afford a repc^- 
tltlon of such a miscalculation." 

This reappraisal of broadcasting, brought by 
public revulsion to violence, should result in 
healthier, more considered, TV fare.

They are only 31 feet long 
and made of fiberglass, but 
they have the Viet Cong <mj the 
run. 

Throughout the Mekong Delta 
and Rung Sat Special Zone, the 
Viet Cong aren't moving men 
and supplies by water because 
the U.S. Navy river patrol boats 
—the PBRs— are there. 

Day and night the crews of 
these green boats stop sampans 
and junks to check cargo mani- 
fests and personal identificat- 
ion cards and to probe among 
the many unbelievable items 
that move by water— the main 
means of transportation in this 
wartorn part of the world. 

But they don't stop at this. 
They also serve as ambulances 
for Americans and Vietnamese 
hurt in battle and for Vietham- 
ese civilians who need more 
medical care than is available 
in the village. 

The PBRs also are used to 
land SEALS and Vietnamese 
troops, provide gunfire support 
and help keep the Long Tau RI- 
ver..open to commercial shlpp- 
ing and other rivers open to 
Vietnamese traffic. 

The boats are equipped with 
twin^.5Q caliber guns forward, 
a single .50 caliber aft, an M-60 
and a Mark-18 gr an ad e laun- 
cher. Also aboard are two M70 
40mm grenade launchers, three 
M-16s and a shotgun. 

Most of the people on the 
river, thou^, know that the 
PBRs are there mainly to < 
search their l)oats, so they come 
to the PBR before the crew 
sounds the horn. Sometimes, 
though, the men must wav« at 
the boats or chase them. 

Usually as the sampan nears 
the PBR, the people have the ID 
cards ready. At other times the 
sailors ask for the ID cards in 



Vletnamese-CAN CUCX:-aixl 
speak a few other Vietnamese 
words to tbem. 

While one sailor is checking 
ID cards, another is aboard the 
larger boats searching the car- 
go for hidden arms and ammun- 
ition. 

Sometimes this means prob- 
ing through a boat full of flsh« 

These patrols can be boring, 
but they need not be. The men 
have come to know many of the 
people aboard the boats they 
search week after week, and 
often they barter for foodstuffs 
aboard the boats. 

It may only be a couple of 
cans of Combat Rations for a 
watermelon or 20 piasters for 
some bread or fruit, but it is 
a welcome relief from 
"C-rats." 

What C-rats the men have not 
eaten or bartered away are us- 
ually given to tlje people they 
search. Children are especially 
eager to get them. If the PBRs 
are searching near a village, 
the children will often paddle 
their small sampan to the PBR 
and ask for "chop chop." 

In the daytime the patrols 
always operate in pairs so if 
the Viet Cong should throw a 
grenade in .one of the Iwats or 
fire at it, the other can immed- 
iately retaliate. 

.Usually, though, the first 
comes from the beach and is 
silenced in minutes by the two 
boats. But in some cases the 
enemy hits so hard the boats 
can only get out of the area and 
ask the Navy's UH-IB helicop- 
ters to saturate the area with 
rockets and other fire. 

There are about 180 PBRs 
operating from five land bases 
in the Mekong Delta and Rung 
Sat Special Zone.

The Bell System's develop- 
ment of an underwater plow has 
virtually eliminated the danger 
of fishing vessels damaging 
vital ocean cables, according to 
L. Floyd Patrick, local manager 
of The Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company of Virginia. 

The plow buries the sho«- 
eiid SecttohS ol a, .teletllSniS 
cable beneath the ocean floor, 
therd[)y protecting the cable 
from ftommerclal fishing nets 
and dredges that might, snag 
it and disrupt overseas tele- 
phone service. -^ 

The ability to protect vulner- 
able portions of ocean cables 
guarantees the public virtually 
trouble free service on trans- 
oceanic calls. It also permits 
more flexibility in planning 
cable routes and reduces con- 
struction costs. 

With this major advance, ad- 
vantage can now be taken of 
- the extraordinary reliability of 
submarine cables, and there is 
now the assurance that the new 
cables will be practically 
trouble free. 

The plow, which has been 
used succ^sfully twice during 
the past year, made it possible 
to select a heavily fished area 
off Rhode Island as a terminal 
location for a new transtlantic 
cable to be laid in 1970 be- 
tween this country and Spain. 
An alternate route would have 
bebn 200 miles longer and cost

Freeways 

"As freeways are becoming 
increasingly important to our 
modern, mobile way of life, it 
is necessary for al^ of us to 
learn to use these hl^-speed, 
controlled access roadways to 
best advantage," FraidcW.Cox, 
director Tidewater Automobile 
Association (AAA) stated today. 

"It can't be emphasized too 
strongly that freeways are for 
cars, not pedestrians. Pe-, 
destrlans are barred by law 
from crossing or walking on 
freeways, and even in the case 
of mechanical failure driver 
and passengers should remain 
with their vehicle. If you raise 
the hood and tie something white 
to antenna or door handle, an 
emergency patrol will come to 
your 'aid. \ 

"Under no circumstances 
should^ you leave or allow chil- 
di^n to leave the car. A free-

AAA suggested that parents 
who live near freeways or other 
major highways warn their chil- 
dren, not to use them as short- 
cuts to the shopping center or 
a friend's house. "Children, 
particularly, should learn that 
freeways can be extremely dan- 
gerous to people on foot,iand 
definitely no. place to play," 
said Cox.

Members^ of the Tidewater 
Police Academy held a mock 
trial this past week in the Vir- 
ginia Beach Municipal Court 
room at Princess Anne Court- 
house. 

The trial wa4 designed to 
give Academy students training 
in preparing cases for court 
room presentation, testifying 
in court during . a trial and 
proper court room procedures 
followed during a higher court 
appeal of an earlier court con- 
viction. 

The training session involved 
"trial" of a man who had been 
charged with failing to yield 
■ the right-of-way during an auto 
accident, driving while his 
operators license had been re- 
voked, and displaying an opera- 
tors license which was not his 
own. 
* Each session of the court 
training was handled in the same 
method as would prevail in any 
actual court session. The 
prosecution presented it's evid- 
ence as gathered by police 
officers who investigated the 
accident, the defensepresented 
its case and both sides cross 
examined witnesses. 

The Muni cipal C ourt proceed- 
tngs, "Which colisIsTM^rii 
normal traffic court session 
involving only the judge, arrest- 
ing officers and defendants, re- 
sulted in the defendant being 
found guilty of all charges. The 
defendant appealed the convic- 
tion to the Circuit Court, wWch 
involved defense and prosecut- 
ing attorneys, arresting and in- 
vestigating police officers and 
witnesses to the accident, where 
he was found guilty of failing 
to yield the right-of-way, but 
was cleared of charges of driv- 
ing while his operators license 



had been revoked as well as 
displaying an operators license 
which was not Ms own. 

During the Circuit Court pro- 
ceedlps on the appeal of the 
lower courts conviction the 
prosecution attempted to insert 
evidence of police brutality dur- 
ing the arrest. However all 
evidence introduced j}roved 
ttiere was no force used in ag^- 
ectlng the arrest. 

During the court proceedings 
Municipal Court Judge P. B. 
White presided with Gerald 
WiUianvs performing the duties 
he normuUly would as Municipal 
Court Judge. Asst. City Atty. 
Dale Bimson took the "role" 



of prosecuting attorney, while 
private lawyer Joseph Canada 
acted as defense attorney. Pol- 
ice officers currently being 
trained In the Academy took 
the "roles" of defendant, 
arresting and investigating off- 
icers, and witnesses. 

This marked the^rst such 
training to be offerM men who 
are recieving trainiJw in the 
Tidewater Police Adaoemy. Lt. 
A. E. Smith, attached to the 
2nd police precinct in the Bay- 
side Borough of Virginia Beach, 
was instructor In charge of 
the training sessions, and was 
assisted by Jim Austin, a dir- 
ector of the Academy.

■ area. Benjamin F. Britt of Vir- 
ginla Beach was the project 
architect, with W.B. Meredith, 
11, Inc. of Norfolk, the contract- 
or for the 4,960.square foot 
building. ""--a^ 

The contract cost was $W;-^~ 
349, which covered the building, 
driveways, drainage, lighting 
and landscaping. In addition to a 
main section for housing of 
equipment, the new building off- 
ers two adjacent wings. One 
wing Is used for training sess- 
ions and the drying of fire 
hoses, while the other contains 



the fire chief's office, aiiitchen 
and dining area, recreation and 
meeting room space and bath 
facilities. 

To clarify any questions con- 
cerning why the City paid for 
the structure from municipal 
funds, the matter was placed be- 
fore City Manager Roger Scott. 

He told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, "The old building was not 
adequate and was improperly 
located in the new municipaJ 
complex; and since the new 
building was to situate on pub- 
lic property, it was felt it would 
be Improper to ask the men of

Middleton Urges 
Industry Growth 



A suggestion that Norfolk 
might pursue Industrial expan- 
sion with the same vigor and 
dedication seen in Its urban 
renewal program was voiced 
Recently by a representative of 
the Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce. 

C. Arthur Middleton, Jr., 
Director of Industrial Develop- 
ment for theState Chamber, told 
the Norfolk Cosmopollfatn Club 
that the available area leader- 
ship and a creative commit- 
ment to industrial growth will 
insure success. 

Answering the question of a 
possible shrinking of the mili- 
tary payroll, Middleton said 
that Industrial growth offers a 
safeguard against this possi- 
bility. He emphasized, however, 
that he could foresee no mili- 
tary cut back and predicted 
a gain In federal government 
employment of well over 5,000 
by 1980. 

"I hope you will not fnter- 
pret my remarks as disapproval 
of your excellent TVDC. Thiis 
agency is doing a remarkable job 
"said Middleton," and there 
can be no criticism of the 
inrogram that has been success- 
fWy carried out. 

"What I do say, and I'm 
sure Fred Duckworth will a- 
gree, you will do more If you 
can generate throughout your 
oommunlty total support for 
manufacturing growth,"Mlddre- 
toisaid. 

He continued, "You must re- 
member, that while Virginia Is 
competing against other states 
tor iodui^, when you get right 
dovn to ttie nuts and bolts, 
it it your community competing 
agalurt a community elsewhere. 
And Hut oommunlty may be 



without the boundaries of Vir- 
ginia. It is usually on the out- 
side." 

In his talk, Middleton praised 
a recent report by the Virginia 
Division of Planning, but then 
added that he did believe its 
findings on the Norfolk area's 
employment growth to 1980 
were too conservative. The re- 
port showed over-all growth in 
basic employinent growing by 
20,000 jobs from 1965-1980. 

Saying that industrial em- 
ployment allows the young peo- 
ple to remain at home, to find 
rewarding 'job opportunities, 
satisfaction In creating a prod- 
uct, to see his work move into 
the market place and bring out- 
side dollars Into the local econ- 
omy, Middleton offered several 
ideas of importance In building 
a public climate for acceptance 
of expansion. 

-Sell the Idea of industry 
bringing In new dollars. 

-Always be aware that the 
free enterprise system is based 
on the profit motive. 
\-Make citizens aware of the 
responsibilities of the employer 
and the employe. 

-Recognize the need to re- 
serve suitable land areas for 
industrial use. 

-Don't overlook the tremen- 
dous asset of your own existing 
industry, 

\ Middleton also noted that one 
of the first community respons- 
ibilities to Industry Is to furnish 
necessary utilities. He said that 
Industry must be given special 
consideration and utility expan- 
sion to Industry need not be 
judged on the same basis as 
private homes or commercial 
enterprises.

Two experimental kindergar- 
ten dasses will be established 
Qiis fall at Seatack Elementary 
Scbool under an 89-10 Title I 
grant of about $36,000.00. 

The classes will meet all 
state standards for kindergar- 
t«is. Children will attend a full 
class day for a full school year, 
as (q^osed to the present half- 
day, summer-only public school 
Amjl headstart kindergartens. 

The two classes, each with 
about 20 children, will be con- 
ducted in cooperiiion with Old 
Domioion College's School of 
Education which will have eight 
to tot consultants In early child- 
hood education available, 
according to Bruce McGuire, 
supervisor of elementary ed- 
ucation. 

One of the main purposes 
_0f file kindergartens, McGuire 
said, will be to pin|k>int the 
. difficulties children are likely 
to encounter in kindergarten and 
to plan an overall program 
to counteract them. "The beauty 
oi the program is the consult- 
ants we have" he said. 

All the children will be 
tboroug^y tested, he said, for 
reading readiness, vision, 
p^chologically, language read- 
inessj^ Intelligence. 

"/From this battery of tests, 
a Specific curriculum will 
evolve," McGuire said. "We 
wont start with a pre-arranged 
course of study." 

He said that the child's stage 
of development will be consid- 
ered as well as the stage a child 
if expected .to re|ch before 
enterlof first grade. 

"We should have a better 

j^basls for additional kindergu*-

working toward the future pre- 
screening of all kindergartoi 
or first grade children." 

The classes will also provide 
inservice training for other tea- 
chers interested in becoming 
certified to teach kindergarten. 
Lack of teachers certified in 
early childhood education has 
been one roadblock to establish- 
ing kindergartens in Virginia 
Beach Schools. Another pro- 
blem has been the lack of class- 
room space. Last fall the State 
Board of Education began giving 
state aid to school systems 
with kindergartens. 

The Title I grant will be for 
just over $36,000 which will in- 
clude the salaries of two cer- 
tified teachers with B. S. de- 
grees and endorsement inkind- 
ergarten education.

Etheridge said, "Sidney Kel- 
lam's profit from city insurance 
business alone last year, based 
Oh a 20 per cent comhoission, 
would be in excess of $40,000." 

Etheridge said Council should 
"insist" on Kellam's resignat- 
im from all official positions 
he holds and that all members 
of his family should also re- 
sign. Kellam is an officer of 
Kellam-Eaton Insurance Co.

Announced by 
Reserve Bank 

According to the weekly sur- 
vey conducted by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Richmond, 
gross loans of 28 of the largest 
banks in the Fifth Federal Re- 
serve District decreased $22,- 
695,000 during the week ended 
June 12, lowering the total out- 
6 landing to $7,080,891,000. 
Time deposits fell $46,000, 
while demand deposits rose $8,- 
905,000. Investments went down 
$3,075,000. 

Figures for the 28-bankre- 
port showed that loans to dom- 
estic commercial banks drop- 
ped $33,900,000; business loans 
fell $7,413,000, and miscellan- 
eous other loans decUned $3,- 
062,000. 

Real estate loans rose $8,- 
739,000; loans for purchasing 
and carrying securities gained 
$6,691,000; consumer install- 
ment loans increased $4,701,- 
000; loans to other financial 
institutions went up $797,000, 
and agricultural loans rose' 
$752,000.

This foU 38 classic of re- 
medial mathematics for eighth 
graders will be offered for the 
first time In elgjit Virginia 
BMcb schools, according to 
Otis Copley, secondary super- 
visor in matitematics. 

Detafll^for the new program 
have V«^ to be worked out, 
but a giiide for teachers was 
prq?ar«H!tnflng a recent two- 
week workshlp, the first held 
In "some time", Copley said. 

Accbrdlng to Copley, students 
will b^ working on various 
levels' zM will be given mat- 
erial at their own level. Size 
of classes will be reduced to 
15 or.''ZO<.> students to provide 
more Individual atjt^tion and 
"hopeftiUy bring them up to 
grade level." . 

All students in the classes 
will be at least one and a 
half years behind in math and 
many -wUi be more. "You can't 
make upfthree or four years 
at onetime," Copley comment- 
ed, "butjwe'll try to make pro- 
gressi-. ^ 

^"We flel tner's a need for 
the reni^iai program, and we 
hope in the future we can get 
it to. th^ elementary level." 

Copl«y' said that often math 
difficulties begin with problems 
in reacMn^. "If students cannot 
read a pr(*lem, they cannot 
work it/' Copley said. 

Copley pointed out that the 



remedial program will be for 
the slower students, not theave- 
rage ones who are working 
below grade level. "Discipline 
problems or Uwse who Just don't 
care will stay in regular 
classes." 

He said that a number of the 
slower students are capable of 
doing tte work if they'd just 
change their attitude. One of the 
main goals will be to overcome 
students' dislike of math. 

The teachers will seek to 
Interest the students. "These 
students have experienced noth- 
ing but failure," Copley ex- 
plained. 

No student will be put In a 
remedial class against his par- 
ent's wishes, Copley said. 
"We're not putting in anyone we 
think would benefit from regular 
classes." Students were sel- 
ected on the basis of tests and 
teacbers' opinions.

Much of the classroom work 
will center on game type math 
materials. Teachers during the 
workshop also worked out a 
series of work sheets.

The resort industry is en- 
joying a record year in Vir- 
'ginla Beach this summer, and 
the degree of increase over 
last year merely depends on 
whom one talks with. 

It is generally conceded, how- 
ever that the resort-oriented 
businesses are showing an in- 
crease of about 35 per cent 
over last year. That figure came 
from the Commissioner of Rev- 
enue's office. In collected taxes 
on hotel, motel and restaurants. 

What has caused the Increase 
is a bit harder to pin down. 
Some say the weather has been 
better. Others say Easter com- 
ing in April heralded the be- 
ginning of a good season. Still 
others add that there are more 
motel and hotel rooms this 
year, with about 400 more on 
the drawing boards for next 
year. 

Scott Sterling, of the Prin- 
cess Anne Inn, said, "I think 
the President's appeal to Amer- 
icans to travel more at home 
has helped. It certainly has not 
been publicity the beach has 
had. We didn't get any." 

Over the Fourth of July 
weekend, the resort businesses 
served a capacity crowd. There 
were no rooms to be had. The 
beaches w»re crowded. The 
waterways were crowded. And 
there was standing room iamost 
restaurants. 

Traffic was heavy coming into 
the beach borough, although a 
large part of the traffic on the 
Expressway after the holiday 
began was from Tidewater, acc- 
ording to one motelman. 



One bote of caution was In- 
jected by Charles Gardner, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Innkeepers Association and 
operator of the Washington Club 
Inn, however. He said that the 
older establishements here 
were the last to fill up. He 
said that much planning has to 
go Into the future. 

Along that line, L. Charles 
•Burlage, owner of the Breakers, 
prepared a 15-point program 
of resort expansion with re- 
commendations to City Council. 
Included was a survey of pre- 
sent and future needs, as en- 
dorsed by Gardner, and number 
of other Innkeepers. 

Burlage said that the report 
was prematurely released but 
that he thought that the re- 
commendations win eventually 
be carried out after much more 
planning and consultation with 
a number of pec^le. 

Sterling, Gardner and Burlage 
agreed that the future of the 
resort industry In Virginia 
Beach depends upon land acq- 
uisition of additional recrea- 
tional needs and the Involvement 
of businessmen of the entire 
city. All three said that hunt- 
-mg could be developed more 
in the Back Bay area, for in- 
stance, to lengthen the tourist 



season, and that merchants wbo 
may not see now how ttiey are 
involved must be made to see 
their pdrt in selling and part- 
icipating In the resort ind^istry 
of Virginia Beach, 

laost resort Industry opera- 
tors noted that they are not Just 
sitting back "rolling In money." 
They noted that a new hotel, 
motel or restaurant carries 
with It a large Investment and 
that Investment cannot be ex- 
pected to break even or pay 
off for some time. 

They add they are merely 
looking for ways not to "en- 
hance their year-round opera- 
tion." 

The Innkeepers ^so said they 
feel the resort industry Is the 
city's key Industry. This was 
agreed to by City Manager Ro- 
ger Scott, who noted that the 
resort businesses bring in a 
large part of the tax dollars 
to the city coffers. 

While business is still quite 
good the resort operators be- 
lieve that plans and project- 
ions should be made for the fu- 
o ture to make Virginia Beadi 
even better as a resort than 
It Is. It is with this In mind 
that they are hoping to make 
their influence felt in the com- 
ing years.

The Virginia Regional Med- 
ical Program is In the advanced 
stages of setting up one of 
its first operational projects— 
a computerized statewide tumor 
registry that, it is hoped, will 
promote improved care of 
cancer patients. 

Essentially, a tumor registry 
involves the collection of essen- 
tial information on cancer 
patients, the types of cancer 
they have, the treatment pro- 
cedures given and survival data. 

The idea is to make the coll- 
ected information dynamic, to 
put it to work. Such a regis- 
try, designed by Dr. Charles 
R. Smart, directoi- of a tumor 
iPgtShS pr^irp' tor thelnter- 
Qu)\tntaln Begifloal 'tiedloal 
Program headquartered at Salt 
^ake City, Utah, does Just this, 
thanks to modern computer 
science. 

Under this registry program, 
varied sorts jof information can 
be recalled quickly and at re- 
latively low cost. Information on 
a particular cancer patient can 
be recalled: information on the 
cancer patients treated at a 
particular hospital, or by a 
particular physician also can 
be made quickly available. 

It enables a physician to dig 
into the patterns of any type 
of cancer listed in the six- 
state region. He can quickly 
learn the age range of the pat- 
ients with this type of cancer; 
the stage it was generally first 
diagnosed; the five-year sur- 
vival percentages; geographical 
patterns, if any, and compar- 
ative information on treatment 
methods. 

Local baseline data on cancer 
can be provided. And more 
generally, hospitals and phy- 
sicians receive " meaningftii 



feedback" on their ownpatients, 
according to Dr. •Smart, who 
also is associate p^fessor of 
surgery at the University of 
Utah medical school. 

The broad aim of the pro- 
gram, he said, is to help im- 
prove patient management by 
providing such "feedback of in- 
formation to physicians and 
hospitals," and through the pro- 
cess of following cancer pat- 
ients to keep the registry 
current. It also can play an 
important editcational role, he 
said. 

The tumor registry program 
designed by Dr. Smart has re- 
cently been approved by the 
American College of Surgeons, 
and ,i has )>mb vtatswi by Vb» 
National Institutes of Health.

First It was charges of con- 
flict of Interest in Virginia 
Beach while ignoring the same 
thing In Norfolk. Now the morn- 
ing newspaper in Norfolk Is 
editorializing again on a matter 
In Virginia Beach while ignor- 
ing a similar, yet far worse 
situation in its own backyard. 
While motel and- hotel oper- 
ators In Virginia Be^ch agree 
almost to a man that the re- 
cent Fourth of July holiday

While we are in favor of the 
orderly growth of the resort 
area of Virginia Beach and 
the total Involvement of bus- 
inessmen from all over the 
sprawling city in the resort 
Industry, we feel that the past 
record Is certainly an Indlcat- 
tion of growth dtid potential. And 



all this happened without the 
Interference of outside news- 
papers. 

Virginia Beach is certainly 
destined to be a major resort 
city In the future and giant steps 
are already underway to plan 
for that future. Prior to the 
Norfolk editorial, City Council- 
men and a group of resort op- 
erators had already compiled 
q long list of recommendations 
and surveys were quietly under- 
way, and this was known 
generally. 

Meanwhile Norfolk's Ocean 
View resort area continues a 
slow, painful growth that began 
years and years ago, although 
we do not presume to suggest 
a professional survey there. 

Norfolk has had enough trou- 
ble lately with professional sur- 
veys. Including the one that 
recommends a tremendous out- 
lay of money to expand the pre- 
sent airport just tO' handle the 
needs of the next three years 
and that costly one that finally 
led to the start of Its convention 
center. Even the most ardent 
Norfolk boosters have said 
i»iM)anlv. Ihflt was a huge waste 
of time ana nibney. We are not 
against professional surveys. 
There have been many success- 
ful ones In this city, but they 
cannot ever be the panacea. 

We also favor anything that 
will continue the fantastic 
growth of the resort Industry 
In Virginia Beach, and we are 
certain any necessary steps 
will be taken as they have been 
In the great growth of the past 
without the editorial urging of 
a Norfolk newspaper. Those 
editorial efforts might better 
be served In solving the many 
problems of Ocean View.

Deficits and Inflation 

This special report, written by Virginia's senior U.S. Senator, deals with economic matters. 
It was written shortly after President Johnson's surtax went into effect. 



A Lower Voting Age 



President Johnson is seeking 
a constitutional amendment that 
would lower the voting age to 
18. This would be the 26th major 
revision to the Constitution, but 
before about ten million addit- 
ional voters between theagesof 
18 and 21 will be added to the 
rolls, the measure has a long 
road to travel. 

Whether the amendment will 
receive the necessary two- 
thirds majority of both houses 
of Congress and the approval 
of 38 of the 50 states is still 
a matter of question, yet It Is 
likely it will eventually be the 
law of the land. 

Probably the main reason the 
measure will pass is the press- 
ure upon the youth of America 
today. Supporters of the lower 
voting age have long argued that 
an 18 year oid can serve and 
die for his country but he can- 
not vote for Its leaders. This, 
in turn, has put pressure on 
I. our leaders by youth to give 
them an additional privilege. 

While we are fully award that 
hippies, pot smokers and the 
like are not In the majority In 
our nation's youth, we wonder 



at the feasibility of giving them 
the power to have a say until 
they reach the questionable 
maturity that 21 has long been 
supposed to bring. 

We seriously doubt that 18 
year olds are ready to be voters, 
but will yield to the arguments 
if it Is the will of the people. 
Yet we would not like to see 
the law passed just to appease 
a restless youth.

Yet all of the candidates for President, with 
one possible exception are telling the people 
that if elected they will demand greater spend- 
ing. 

All of them, or most of them, appear to be 
promising each grotq> in our nation anyidng 
that that group wants in the way of new federal 
spending programs. 

So regardless of the enactment of the joint 
tax increase-spending cut legislation, our nat- 
ion is a long way from being on a sound fin- 
ancial basis. 

But I think this is worth a try. 

It is significant that ttie 10 percent surcharge 
will automatically expire June 30, 1969, tme 
year from now. 

So if by thsCl time, the Congress and the 
President, by President, Imeanboth Mr. John- 
son and his successor, have not taken firm steps 
to bring federal spending under control, then 
many of us who support this package today will 
vigorously oppose any efforts to reinstate the 
tax when it expires a year from now. 

1 emphasize again that the Congress and the 
President face a joint responsibility. That Is 
why it Is so discouraging when candidates for 
the Presidency are seeking to outpromise one 
another in the amount of federal money they will 
spend if elected. 

What is so often overlooked by those seeking 
votes is that approximately two-thirds of all the 
individual Income taxes is obtained from those 
with an annual Income of less than $15,000. 

It is possible that these candidates are mis- 
judging the intelligence and the stamina of the 
American people. There is only one place from 
which the money to finance these big spending 
programs can come. That Is for the govern- 
ment to dig deeper into the pockets of the wage 



earner— either through more taxes or more 
inflation. 

. We have a basic problem of government def- 
icits and a basic problem of domestic inflation. 

These deficits are eroding the value of the 
American dollar, and the resulting inflation Is 
eating deeply into the^paydiecks.qf every i^e 
eajoner and intb the grocery mcmey erf every 
housewife. 

The major cause of this inflation is govern- 
ment spending, as was candidly admitted rec- 
ently by the Chairman of the President's Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. 

Yf><;. our government is facing a financial 
crisis. Our national debt exceeds $350 billion. 
The interest charges thereon exceed $15 billion, 
the largest non-defense Item In the entire 
budget. Approximately 13 cents of every income 
tax dollar now goes to pay the Interest. 

Drastic action is required if we are to put 
our financial house in order. 

Both Houses of Congress— and the President 
—have agreed to a proposal for the enactment 
of a 10 percent surtax on personal and corpor- 
ate incomes, coupled with a $6 billion reduction 
in federal spending. 

If runaway inflation Is to be avoided, there 
appears to be little alternative to the package 
legislation combining an increase in taxes with 
a reduction in federal spending. Even with 
this legislation, a substantial deficit is In 
prospect for the new fiscal year which begins 
July 1. And this will be on top of this year's 
deficit of $20 billion, by far the highest deficit 
in our history, except during the years of 
World War 11. 

Putting our financial house In order Is a 
joint responsibility of both the Congress and the 
President. The Congress cannot do it alone, and 
the President cannot do it alone. 

Federal spending has doubled during the past 
nine years.

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Non- Violence and the TV 

The following editorial Is reprinted with permission from the AMERICAN RIFLEMAN, a pub- 
lication of the National Rifle Association. The subject is gun controls, a much discussed matter 
at this time. 



The Impressive citizens' commission that 
President Lyndon B. Johnson has appointed to 
search out the causes of violence has our 
heartfelt sopport. As an organization of a 
million sportsmen dedicated to the safe and 
sane use of firearms for pastime, the National 
Rifle Association laments every misuse of 
guns more than most. Tt also knows that 
guns play a minor part in the current tidal 
wave of violence. 

The commission will find that murder conr-. 
tlnues to Increase In metropolltjji areas that 
have placed severe restrictions on firearms 
and that, even so, gun killings are only about 
half what they were 30 or 40 years ago in 
relation to our population size. 

Perhaps the most slplflcant point Is that 
while violence has taken a startling upswing, 
there protably are fewer firearms per caplfe 
in the iJ.S. now than -In much of the 2-gun 
frontier past. Obviously, theni something other 
than guns, which have been with us all along, 
must be responsible. 

To be blunt, we believe that the commission 
In Its search need look no farther than the 
nearest television screen. TV Is not wholly 
to blame, of course, but Its 2 largest networks 
In particular have worked up a national frenzy. 

"I.I Cold Blood" jould be the slogan of much 
of the television Industry. Its effect as a 
blatant stimulant to law-breaking Is suggested 



in Z sentences from authoritative sources: 

1. Youngsters in the 12-17 age group spend 
18 to 20 hours a week watching television, 
according to the Nlelson Television Index. 

2. Approximately the same age group, 11- 
17, In 1965 committed 61% of all U.S. car 
thefts, nearly half of the Nation's burglaries 
and larcenies, 28^c of robberies, almost 20% 
of rapes, and-desplte their youth-8.4% of 
willful homicides, according to FBI statistics. 

The older brothers and sisters of this group, 

aged 18-24, were found by the FBI to have 
committed more than a quarter of the Nation's 
homicides and nearly half of its rapes al- 
though they form only a tenth of the popula- 
tion. They presumably had spent more years 
In front of the television. 

As this magazine pointed out editorially 
ia February, some of the same networks that 
have smeared legitimate firearms ownership 
under the guise of protecting the public from 
guns have televised gunplay, gore and horror 
galore. 

By refraining from sensationalism, the com- 
munications media can make an immediate 
contribution to national security and toward 
reducing violence. We hope that all, including 
some that seem to have gone berserk, will 
manage to do so. 

The First Amendment is no more a license 
to arouse crlralial passions than the SecooA 
Amendment is a permit to misuse firearms.

Bowlls Important to Salad 



"The selection of a. salad, 
bowl is a personal matter,**^ 
advises Charles Ruegger, prop- 
rietor of the Bazar Francals 
at 666 Avenue of the Americas, 
New York. 

His advice recently was dir- 
ected toward Miss Ann Parry 
Lehman, the National Salad 
Queen, during an eating and 
shopping tour of New York. 

Bazar Francais as well as 
many other stores carry astock 
of 'rough finished salad bowls 
which tb&puECbaser must sea- 
son and finish himself. This 
type of bowl is for the gourmet 
who intends to be extra careful 
in the handling of the bowl. An 
ordinary wooden salad bowl, 
whether home treated or prof- 
essionally stained and waxed, 
requires identical attention. 
Ruegger suggests that you add 
the dressing just before tossing 
the salad and then as soon as 
possible wipe the bowl with dry 
paper towels followed by a damp 
cloth. Then dry thorou^y. 

Popular but expensive is a 
ad bowl actually made with 
woven strips of wood. It is said 
to be practically indestructible 
and can be put into the dish- 
washer without harm. A grow- 
ing number of people today are 
rejecting the ordinary wooden 
salad bowls in favor of glass or 
china which can be kept dish- 
washer clean. It is also pref- 
erable for preparing a salad, 
all but the tossing, and storing 
in the refrigerator until serv- 
ing time. 

In addition to collecting op- 
inions on salad bowls Miss 
Lehman also garnered a goodly 
number of new recipes for her 
ever-growing collection.

Add Interest To Ice Cream With Mojds 



Use imagination this summer 
and do som^hing different with 
that dish of ice cream. Mold it 
into fancy and ^pealing forms. 
No matter what flavor Ice cream 
you use, you'll have a delight- 
lul dessert for the family, or a 
summer surprise for a party. 

Almost any metal mold Is 
suitable, according to home 
economists at Meadow Gold 
Dairies. Individual serving gel- 
atin molds are Ideal. Metal 
cookie cutters also can be used 
to make ice cream animals and 
other figures. 

Prepare the ice cream for 
molding by letting It stand at 
room temperature until it is just 
soft enough to spoOn put of the 
carton. In the meantime, place 
the molds in the freezer. 

Using only one flavor for each 
mold, pack the Ice cream firmly 
into the mold, pressing it into 
corners and crevices with the 



back of a spoon. Where there 
are openings In the mold, 
sii^ooth the ice cream surface 
wl^ a i^patula and cover with 
clear plastic film. As soon as 
it's filled, place the mold In the 
freezer until the ice cream is 
solid. 



Before removing the molds 
from the freezer in preparation 
for serving, chill the dish or 
platter on which you will place 
the ice cream. Fill a bowl with 
warm water to the depth of the 
molds. Then dip the mold 
right side up In the water for 
about six seconds. Unmold on- 
to the cold dish. 

Return the unmolded Ice 
cream to the freezer immedi- 
ately and let it freeze for at 
least a halfhour before serving. 

Use a cake server of knife to 
cut through large ice cream 
sections, and have another large 



spoon to assist in placing por- 
tions on the plate. 

Serve with a fruit garnish or 
your favorite ice cream sauce.

White operates Bob White 
Wave Riding Vehicles on 2Ist 
Street, one of the fastest grow- 
ing and most optimistic con- 
cerns in Virginia Beach and 
possibly on the East Coast. 

With 12 production men and 
two in administration (includ- 
ing sUght, 28-year-old White) 
the entire fiictory crew is young, 
sun-browned and enthusiastic 

"You get pretty locked in," 
said White. "There's just a very 
involved atmosphere, both with 
the sport and with building the 
boards." 

It's that "locked-in" feeling, 
the involvement, that has 
brought White most of his staff 
and that, hq)eftilly, will bring 
them back in future summers. 
All of the factory production 
crew have been trained by White 
at the factory. 

"Employment is a big prob- 
lem," he said. "It's difficult 
to find someone who is know- 
ledge^le Plough, and is inter- 
ested only In a part-time job." 

The factory's peak months 
are during the summer^ and 
since most of the factory staff 
are students, the schedules are 
compatible. 

The building itself is a large 
one of cinder blocks, with sev- 
eral small workrooms (where 
the boards are shaped and 
glassed, then sanded, painted 
and finished) opening off of a 
central storeroom where the 
finished boards are put in a 
protective covering and stacked 
against one wall.

Through national advertising 
in "Surfer" magazine, and 
through the incomparable word- 
of-mouth publicity, Bob White 
is a name that is becoming well- 
known. His distinctive blue de- 
cal, a stylized design of a wave 
of porpoises, is one that looks 
as if it will be around a long 
time. 

Bob White talked about be- 
ing excited by his business's 
success, and about thepleasure 
of working at a job that you 
thoroughly enjoy. But he didn't 
really need to say the words: 
the excitement is there in his 
face, and in the factory itself, 
with the tempo set by the power 
tools, and the smell of resin 
and paint, and the forest of new 

boards in the storeroom, wait- 
ing to catch a wave.

Plant Now for Fall Harvest 



Both quality and proportion 
of furnishings are of extreme 
importance when considering 
bow to decorate a room. Miss 
Katherine Habel, home furnish- 
ing specialist at Virginia Tech 
said. 

It is not only necessary that 
all details be in correct scale 
to the size of the room, but 
they should also be in proper 
relationship and proportion to 
each other, she said. 

Small rooms should be fur- 
nished with smaller furniture, 
using consistent patterns for 
wallpaper and fabrics. Large 
pieces of furniture are unsuit- 
able, as are large patterns in 
upholstery mateHal or dn^pes. 

On the other hand. Miss H^el

Quality of furnishings and 
patterns is also of great Im- 
portance in decorating a room. 
"A room should never look 
overfornlshed or underfurnish- 
ed," Miss Habel said. Rooms 
crowded with d^ails or «Mch 
have an excess of patterned 
surfaces are confusing to ^y%^ 
in. 



Miss Habel said there should 
be a definite need for every 
object placed in a room; so if 
the object is removed, the space 
ai^ears bare with something 
obviously missing. 



Distribution of furnishings 
Should appear about equal thr- 
oughout the floor, and walls 
should be equally Interesting, 
she said. If possible, opposite 
walls should be composed along 
similar lines or should have 
an equal degree of interest.

Your first rush of garden 
planting was done about two or 
three months ago.

Even the lemon Juice that 
is still used dceas tonally today 
by women who^want to lighten 
their freckles can be harmful, 
because the harsh citric acid 
can ''cause eruptions to break 
out on sensitive skin. 

But while some beauty prac- 
tices have been hazardous, ot- 
hers were far ahead of the 
scientists. 



The recipe for Helen of 
Troy's famous facial included 
such ingredients as ground-iq) 
narcissus bulbs, powdered 
hart's |horn, honey and gum. 
Apparehtly it worked— for his- 
torians estimate that Helen was 
60 years okl-when Paris ab- 
ducted her and touched off the 
Trojan Wars! 

The narcissus bullk, hart's 
horn and honey lost their pop- 
ularity somewhere along the 
way, but certain vegetable gums 
are still used in the manufact- 
ure of a variety of cosmetics.

wine in which to bathe. 

But while wine was a cos- 
metic fit for a queen, most of 
the ladies of the court had to 
content themselves with milk 
baths. Before long, milky skin 
caught on all over town, and 
tubs throughout Europe started 
filling up with the white, foamy 
beverage. , 

Taking milk baths has soured 
as a beauty "must" but for 
many modern women, bath- 
time plays as Important a role 
in their beauty programs as it 
did for I^rle Antoinette or 
Mary Queen of Scots. The lat- 
est in royal treatment for 
women who prefer to take a 
sc^epttfTc, ra^er than a super- 
stitious approach to their bea- 
uty treatment is a moisturizer 
after the bath. One contains the 
moisture-retaining properties 
of the cactus-like Aloe Vera 
plant, plus proteins and other 
ingredients to keep skin looking 
and feeling soft. 

Hair-care has also come a 
long ways since Cleopatra tin- 
ted her tresses with henna. 
When golden curls became the 
fastiloB in ancient Greece, wo- 
men, who wanted to lighten their 
locks sat sunny-side up with 
a stlci^ mixture of honey and 
hard-boiled egg yolk draped 
on their locks. 

Women in the late 19th cen- 
tury also used egg yolk in 
homemade shampoos, and to- 
day, egg is still in as an in- 
gredient of many shampoos on 
the market.

Dry soil may be a {nxAfleon 
during this midsummer planting 
period. Water the area thor- 
oughly the day before you plant. 
In a good garden soil, you may 
make a furrow without plowing 
the laiul. Cover seeds about 
twice as deep as you did last 
spring. 

After the seeds are planted 
and covered, sprinkle fertilizer 
in a band about a foot wide on 
top of the row at the rate of 
about three pounds of 5-10-5 
per hundred feet of row. Scratch 
lightly into the ground with a 
rake, being careful not to dis- 
turb the newly planted seeds. 
Apply a light mulch on top of 
the row to help conserve soil 
moisture and reduce crusting. 
Use sawdust or peat moss in a 
band about six inches wide and 
a quarter inch thick. 

Plant Chinese cabbage In July 
about 80 days before the average 
date of the first fall frost in 
your locality. This will allow 
crisp^ firm heads to develop 
during ttie cool days of early 
fall. You may have been dis- 



appointed with ttie Chinese cab- 
bage you have planted in the 
spring became It formed soft, 
loW'<iQality heads in midsum- 
mer, w want to seed. Plant 
some in early July for dellciots 
green salad, coleslaw, or mild- 
flavored boiled ci^bage this 
faU. 

Plan your planting dates b 
aUow your veg^ables to reach 
edible size before they are 
killed by frost. This is easy. 
The days to maturity will be 
cited on the seed package. For 
example, most v^etiesof snap 
beans mature in about 50 days. 
Therefore, if the first killing 
frost in your area usually occ- 
urs in early October, you may 
make your last [Wanting of snsg? 
beans In early August. Some 
early sweet corn varieties 
which mature In about 70 days, 
may be planted in late July 
for fall harvest.

Confusion 
In Paekaging 
To fnnprovC ' 

It may not be noticed in 
stores immediately, but socm 
much of the housewives' con- 
fusion as to packaging will end. 

The Fair Packaging and Lab- 
eling Act of 1966 became a law 
on July 1 of this year. 

Of interest to food storeshop- 
pers should be the ban of such 
misleading terms as "jumbo" 
pound and "giant" quart or 
"full" gallon. If yoti see "cents 
off" on a label the product must 
be sold at less than the regular 
retail price. Ingredients of a can 
or package must be listed by 
their common name and must 
be In order of their Import- 
ance or quantity. 

It does not cover all foods, 
however, nor does it cover such 
items as meat, poultry, tobacco 
prod u« is, prescription drugs 
and other things which are al- 
ready covered by other laws. 

Don't expect full compliance 
overnight. Stocks on hand must 
be used to avoid loss to the man- 
ufacturer, wholesaler and re- 
tailer. 



Butter may be refrigerated 
in Its original wrapper and car- 
ton for several weeks, accord- 
ing to home economists from 
Meadow Gold Dairies. Unsalted 
butter may change more dur- 
ing storage than salted butter 
since the salt acts as a pre- 
servative. Butter will store in 
the freezer six to nine months 
with no noticeable change in 
quality. Always store in an air- 
tight, moisture-proof contain- 
er.

Now is the time to dry flow- 
ers for use in arrangements 
next winter. The methods are 
very easy and the results will 
surprise you if you have not 
tried your skill at preserving 
flowers before. For your efforts 
you can have a fine collectlcm 
of materials for decoratlngyour 
home when the flowers in your 
garden have long since ceased 
to bloom. 




Some flowers 
by merely hanging _ 
room. The everlasting and 
strawflower are old favorites. ^ 
Others which dry easily by this _u 
method are astilbe, babys- r r^ 
breath, cockscomb, globe 
amaranth, goldenrod and yarr 
row. 



The best method for drying 
flowers is to bury them In a 
mixture of borax and corn meal 
or in silica gel. This will pre- 
serve the color better than the 
hanging method. Also, the dry- 
ing process is faster. About a 
week is required In silica gel 
and two weeks in the borax 
and corIi..jneal mixture. The , 
actuaJ time needed depends on 
the gr^V^th status of the flo- . 
wers and the thickness of their 
tissues. 

Use one part of the borax 

and three parts of white corn .^ 

meal. If you prefer to use sll- , 

icagel, it may be secured from ; 

your florist or garden center. , 

These materials may be used ^ 

over and over by drying in a , 

warm oven^at 250 deg. F. when i 

they become moist. The silica ; 

gel is composed of white and : 

blue crystals. When the blue , 
crystals becoftie pink, the ma- 
terial must be dried until the 
blue color returns. ij^^ 

Flowers to be preserved Ijy 
using borax or silica should be ,^ 
picked during midday when frefe ^' 
Of moisture. Most flowers 
should be cut just before they ;' 
reach full bloom. The true yel- '' 
low, orange, pink and blue col- 
ors are best. Red and purple ** 
colors become darker and less [] 
attractive. White flowers us-j ' 
ually become buff or tan in a"^^ 
short time.

A carton of medium depth or 
a shallow box may be used de- 
pending on the type of flower 
begin preserved. Place about 
one inch of the borax or silica 
material in the bottom of the 
container. Stand single -head 
type flowers, like daisies, head 
down on the mixture. Be sure 
the petals form a smooth cir- 
cle. Carefully add borax or 
silica until the flowers are 
lightly but completely covered. 
Shake the box to ensure good 
contact between the flower and 
the drying material. The stems 
may be tied tog;ether or leaned 
against the edge of the carton. 

Spike-type flowers like 
larkspur and snapdragon maybe 
laid on their side in a shallow 
box and carefully covered. Be 
sure to fill the tubular florets 
of foxglove to retain their sliape 
and prombte rapid drying. Flo- 
wers like dahlia and rose, which 
have many spaces between the 
petals may be laid down to 
ma|ce it easier for the drying 
material to completely sur- 
round each petal. Shake the box 
as the borax or silica is added to 
secure good contact with all 
flower parts. 



Many types of flowers maybe 
dried by the borax and com 
meal method or with silica gel. 
Some which are commonlypre- 
served in this way include ager- 
atum, calendula, cosmos, dl- 
anthus, foxglove, gaiIUa*dia, 
gloriosa daisy, larkspur, lu- 
pine, marigold and zinnia. The 
small flowers - chrysantbeu- 
mus, dahlias and sunflowers '" 
may also be ujed.

Crabbers Drown in Rudee Inlet 



Two Virginia Beach men who 
drowned In Rudee Inlet Tuesday 
were apparently unable to reach 
shore after their boat capsized, 
according to theories of Vir- 
gihta Beach Police. 

The victims were Robert 
Murphy, 46, owner of Bob's 
Sinclair Service on I7th Street 
in theBeachBorough,andChar- 
les Saunders, 36, a heavy equip- 
ment operator who had worked 
for Murphy at one time. 

Murphy lived at 1100 Rudee 
Ave., near Rudee Inlet, and 
Saunders a native of the Sand- 
bridge area, lived in the 400 
block of Phillips Lane. 

Reportedly Murphy and Saun- 
ders stopped at the home of 
A William Wright, at 400 Atlantic 
\^ Ave., Monday night and said 
they were going crabbing in 
Rud?e Inlet, It was Mrs. Wright 
"^Utii calledH^ce early T»«sdp,y 
morning to report the pair 
missing. 

After the call was received 
at 6:07 a.m.. Coast Guard boats 
and a helicopter began a search 
of the Rudee Inlet area. At 
8:45, Coast Guardsmen re- 
covered Murphy's body. 

Police divers Dickie Munford 
and George Ball joined in the 
search and Saunders' body was 
recovered an hour later. 

A brother of Murphy was on 
the seine to identify the body, 
and 'Wright was also there to 
identify the body of Saunders. 
When rescue workers arri- 
ved on the scene shortly after 
recelvii^ the early morning call 
the small metal boat the two 
men had used was found cap- 
sized and submerged in the 
Shallow water adjacent to the 
ten-foot deep channel. 

The {y)proximately 30-foot 
wide channel is cut into a slop- 
ing trough, according to a 
spokesman for the city, and both , 
bodies were found in the deep 
water. The current is also swift 
in the area, especially when the 
tide is going out^ 

Wright told police that the 
victims should have gotten to 
the inlet shortly after midnight 
Monday. They apparently laun- 
ched the boat with Murphy's 



wrecker, which was found par- 
ked on the east bank of Rudee 
Inlet. 

It was also reported by on- 
lookers who had seen the pair 
Monday evening that they had 
been drinking beer for the bet- 
ter part of the evening, but they 
also said the pair did not s^- 
ear to be intoxicated. 



Virginia Beach detective 
Donald Pope, who investigated 
arranged for the bodies to be 
turned over to the State Medi- 
cal Examiner's office, although 
he said there was no evidence 
of foul play and that this was 
routine. Wright also confirmed 
that there had been no quarrel 
between the two men.

Area citizens should know 
witiiin the next two weeks whet-

The Virginia Beach School 
' Board voted Tuesday to give 
City Attorney Harry Marshall 
the go-ahead to initiate a land 
condemnation suit for a 25- 
acre school site.

Closed Meetings End 
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City Council Leads Tidewater 



City Council meetings will 
be longer in the future, es- 
pecially for reporters. Beginn- 
ing Monday, July 22, there will 
be no more closed meetings 
of Council. 

In strict compliance with the 
new Freedom of Informatiwi 
state law which went into effect 
on July 1. all Council meetings 
■ will be held In open sessl(HU 
contrary to procedure in other 
cities. City Manager Roger Scott 
recommended the procedure to 
Council, and he said tte plan 
was enthiisiasticalliir accepted 
without dissent. 

In the past Council has held 
public meetings the second and 
fourth Mondays in the month 
with executive briefings where 
no formal action was takoi 
on alternate Mondays. The ex- 
ecutive meetings have been 
closed to the press, althouj^ 
within a few hours after the 
meeting newspapers in Norfolk 
were carrying rqrarts of what 
occurred behind closed doors. 
Several Councilmen willingly 
"leaked" information to the 
news media, thus making Qie 
secret sessions not so secret 
anyway. 

But by the new policy those 
alternate Monday meetings will 
be c^en to the press, as well 
as the briefing sessions prior 
to the regular m^etlnes at City 
Hall. Scott told a Monday news 
conference that the press is 
now invited to be present at 
all times regardless of subject 
matter discussed but with cer- 
tain matters not to be reported. 

Those matters Include tte 
exceptions allowed under the 
law: personalities, personnel, 
real estate and Investment 

^nsidered tob«i^Si%£* 
rimental if repomd prema- 
ftrely. 

Scott noted that he saw no 
other way to handle the matter 
since it was the probable in- 
tent of the Virginia General 
Assembly to open all meetings 
when it passed the law. The next 
day the School Board announced 
it would no longer hold any 
private executive sessions and 
the City Planning Commission 
had already established the 
same policy. 

The City Manager noted tiiat 
pressure for the open meetings 
did not bring it about, but that 



Council wished to comply with 
the law and to better inform 
thepift>llc 

Scott also said of the 11 items 
discussed in Monday's last 
closed session, only four would, 
have been "off tiie record" to 
the press. Tw6 of those matters 
were fully reported In the morn- 
ing Norfolk newspaper the day 
after Scott called the news con- 
ference. The items, while con- 
sidered by Scott detrimental 
if released prematurely, were 
obviously discussed with Nor- 
folk reporters by certain Coun- 
cilmen anyway. 

One of tiiose items concerned 
the resijsnation of Frank Kellam 
Jr., as head of the Virginia 
Beach Board of Electrical Ex- 
aminers Mii<ft was presented to 
Council for actl6n at the re- 
gular meeting. Kellam report- 
edly reslped to avoid any con- 
flict of Interest pr(Meros, since 
his firm, Princess Anne Plumb- 
ing & Electical Suppliers, be, 
has done business with tiie city 
in the past. Kellam served 
without pay. 

The other matter has already 
caused some sharp debate after 
tile prematore release. Report- 
edly J(to Aragona, owner of the 
Bow Cr^ek Country Club, off- 
ered to sell the club and golf 
course to the db; for $500,000. 
Aragona also iiil^rm^ed Council 
the cltib would be niade public 
Instead of private if tiie city 
did not buy it, according to 
a Norfolk newspaper report. 

Reportedly there was some 
discussion of the matter but 
more Information was sought. 
By yesterday the matter was 
in full bloom when it was re- 
ported that a holding cleft) com- 
£%wX el »hib «fii4ite^ wM 
agoB»«Mm^ seUHiM ddb 
to ^ city because It htls an 
opticm to buy until December 
1969 and intends to exercise 
tiiat option.

Scott Spells JOut 
Purchasing Process 



Virginia Beach has an ord- 
nance on purchasing procedures, 
according to City Manager 
Roger Scott, or at least tech- 
nically it has one. The ord- 
inance passed by the old Prin- 
cess Anne County Board of 
Supervisors in 1956, according 
to Scott, and presumably is still 
in effect , although not re-en- 
acted at merger. • 

But whether it is or not niakes 
little difference now. Scott 
issued a purchasing procedure 
directive Monday which covers 
all procedures to be employed 
and ail goods to be purchased 
by tiie city. He said most if it 
was taken from the ojd ordin- 
ance. 

The directive came after City 
Treas^ V.A. Etheridge called 
on Council to adopt an ordinance 
on purchasing at its last reg- 
ular mee^ng and after Scott 
investigated any possible mis- 
deeds in purchaising. 

Monday Purchasing Agent 
Carroll Clough appeared before 
Council and explained that all 
efforts were made by his office 
to purchase items locally when- 
ever possible and that in some 
cases bids were iiot taken on 
those items. He liad been isked 
to explain why more purchases 
were not made afte^ competitive 
bidding. 

Scott said tiiat he tiiought 
Clough had cleared up the 
matter entirely in tiie private 
discussion.

Meanwhile the same ques- 
tions were raised in Richmond, 
northern Virginia and in Isola- 
ted areas in other parts of 
Virginia.

Jose{^ R. Jackson is a taxi 
driver at the U.S. Naval Suj^- 
ort Activity <NSA), DaNang. 

The 19-year-old sailor, a 
Navy Equipment Operator 3.C., 
from Virginia Beach, had gone 
to sleep a couple hours after 
getting off the night shift of taxi 
driving for U.S. military per- 
sonnel around East DaNang. 
It fiad not been an easy night. 
Nor was It easy to rest in the 
heat of the day. 

Jackson sat up on the ed^e 
of his bunk, wiped sweat frotn 
his forehead, then began to de- 
scribe his former job as a truck 
driver. 

He said he was once passing 
near a village in DaNang head- 
ing for NSA's large supply stor- 
age depot. From the darkened 
village came small arms fire. 
Jackson put the accelorator to 
the floor. 

Three of the four rounds 
fired missed the truck, "tjut 
the fourth almost got me," 
Jackson said. It hit on'lhe 
driver's side, and lodged in the 
seat about three inches from 
Jackson. 

"I just kept on speeding and 
didn't look back until I got to 
safety," Jackson said. 

When military bases are on 
standby for enemy action, the 
men are put on Red Alert. 
Anything can happen at that 
time, and the security force 
throughout the city is increased. 
Jackson recalled one Red Alert: 

"It was May 5th; I'll never 
forget that night," Jackson said. 
"I was getting my truck loaded 
with cement when we went on 
Red Alert and all the lights 



went out. Only the truck's lights 
were on," 

Then from the distance, a 
booming sound was heard. The 
enemy had begun an attack. 
Jackson turned his lights out, 
and grabbed his M-16 rifle. 

On the lot where Jackson, 
and the others were loading' 
the truck, there were several 
piles of red dirt. "We climbed 
a pile of dirt about 30 feet 
high to get a better view of 
things." 

They heard small arms firQ 
In a nearby village, "lliatclldn't 
bother us too much," Jackson 
said. Then they heard a much 
louder booai, and saw a flash. 
An enemy rocket had blown 
up a Vietnamese barber shop 
in the village near the storage 
area, 

"Looks like they're gettln'' 
kinda close," Jackson said when 
the round hit. But the menstayed 
on their "bunker hill," 

"The next round hit mudi 
too close," Jackson said, now 
wide awake. "The next thing 
I knew I was sitting on the 
groimd. The round had hit about- 
20 or 30 feet from us." Jack- 
son and the others were thrown 
from the hill of dirt. 

Jackson got up in a half daze^ 
trying to get himself t(%etber» 
"Let's get out of here," he 
said. There was nothing else 
to do.„ 

Jackson, the son of Mr. and ^ 
Mrs. J.S. Bibla, said he and 
the other men raced to ano- 
ther trailer-truck and sped 
from the storage area to Camp 
Tien Sha, the main billeting 
area for navy men stationed In 
DaNang. 

"Man!" Jackson exclaimed, 
"was I glad to get out of there."

Pembroke Meters 
Bring Complaints 



"All parties are tryingto re- 
solve thesituatlon." Thisjstate- • 
ment' from an official of the 
Pembroke Water Co. reflects 
the status of a controversy over 
defective water meters In the 
Pembroke Manor residential 
region of Virginia Beach. 

The controversy developed 
over failure of meters to reg- 
ister water consumption be- 
tween November of last year . 
and last month. During this 
period customers of the com- 
pany were billed on the basis 
of minimum quarterly rates, 
however the company now re- 
quests customers to pay an 80 
per cent difference between the 
minimum rate and an estimate 
of what their true bill should 
have been. 

According to the Pembroke 
Water Co. spokesman the "bill- 
ing is the most fair and equa- 
ble way, there is no question 
of them owing the money, and 



the greatest majority of people 
agree they owe the money and 
a^e willing to pay." 

Robert T. Tuck, of the State 
Corporation Commissi(Hi« held 
a meeting with Pembroke cus- 
tomers and company represen- 
tatives regarding the l0gal as- 
pects of the dispute. Tuck has 
b^n quoted as saying custom- 
ers are morally obligated to 
pay the bills, but only a court 
order could be used to force 
payment. Tuck further indicated 
the Commission would not all- 
ow any disconnection of water 
service for failure to pay the 
bills. 

The Pembroke spokesman 
who Issued comments on the 
situation indicates step& are 
now being taken, through neg- 
otiations with the manufacturer 
of the meters, to assure there 
will be no repeat of faulty 
meter readings in the future.

The motorist who drives the 
sonietimes muddy, sometimes 
very dusty Holland Road these 
days dares not complain. The 
dirt is that kicked up by heavy 
machinery digging the ditches 
ibr drainage along the soon- 
to-be-improved road from In- 
dependence Blvd. to Kellam 
High School. 

The incredibly bumpy six- 
and-a-half mile stretch of road 
is finally being improved after 
many a front end has been 
thrown out of alignment from 
just driving at moderate speeds 
along the road, and many a 
temper of many irate motorists 
has flared, dangerously close to 
the boiling poliit. 

Shoulder work and outfalls 
for the final drainage are mov- 
ing well, according to Charles 
Kiley, director of public works. 

"We win tnove at all possible 
speed," said Kiley. "We hope to 
have the bulk of the work done 
by the time school opens in the 
fall." 

The laying of pipes in the 
ditches will probably not be 
complete, according to Klley, 
but all ditches will be ready 



for them. The pipework is then 
a smaller job, he said. 

A "total depth" asphalt will 
be used to resurface the rOad, 
Kiley said, to provide a level 
course for the new, widened 
road. In different places asphalt 
three to six inches in depth 
will tie laid, depending on the 
co^itlon of the present road- 
way.

Oceana Was Almost Abandoned 



Sleek, supersonic Navy jets 
screaming into the break over 
Oceana's modern, expanding 
master jet base today repre- 
sent a Naval striking force 
unparalleled in the history ot 
the world. 

From a beginning on Aug. 17, 
1943 as an auxiliary air field 
with runways which present-day 
aircraft could not use for taxi- 
ways. Naval Air Station Oceana 
has grown to a position in the 
front lines of the Nuclear Nshry's 
mobile shield of defense. 

A lucky break in 1942 spared 
the little 330-acrepractice field 
from a possible lifetime of 
weeds and total obscurity. At 
that time the Army needed an 
airfield in the vicinity of Vir- 
ginia Beach for coastal defense 
purposes. Since Oceana was just 
two miles inland from the beach, 
it was considered an ideal lo- 
cation. The Army and Navy coo- 
perated in plans for making the 
field a joint facility, and con- 
struction was started. The 
Army later changed its plans 
and left. 

Construction was completed 
and Oceana developed into a 
fKllity adequate for handling 
ourrier air groups. Squadrons 
previously trained elsewhere 
were brought into Oceana with 
the purpose of forming an air 
group^ training to work as a 
team aboard aircraft carriers. 

For the duration of World 
War 11, the Station served this 

. mlssibn, growing as it did, 
until el^t squadrons were ab- 
oard by the end of the war as 
compared with the original 
three. 
, The turn of the half -century 
was something of a new era 
for Oceana. Jet aircraft were 
brougtii aboird for the first

1950. In the fall of the year, 
the concept of a master jet 
base took shape. The Station 
went into semi-retirement and 
came out with four 8,000-foot 
runways two hundred feet wide 
and facilities to handle the op- 
erations of jet aircraft in more 
substantial numbers. 

On April 1, 1952, Oceana was 
officially designated a Naval Air 
Station. The old North Station 
commenced giving way to the 
new base facilities at the sou- 
thern side where expansion 
room was available. In the same 
year, VF-21, based aboard, be- 
came the Navy's first all-jet 
squadron with their Panthers. 

By 1953, the program of ex- 
pansion' had shifted into \ai\Sx 
gear at the South Station, and 
just a year later the big move 
was made. Old North Station 
became selhething of a ghost 
town. Sk Feb. 1&, 1954, the 
Chief4f Nava^ Operations app- 
roved the designation of NAS 
Oceana as an 'all weather air 
station.' 

Naval Air Station Oceana was, 
in 1957, a long stride ahead of 



the field that had begun in the 
early 40's. And it was still 
growing. 

DedicatlMi ceremonies on 
June 4, 1957, officially named 
the Station's airfield after Vice 
Admiral Apollo Soucek, USN. 

To stand out by the runways 
on Oceana's 5,300 acre expanse 
with whining, screaming, mod- 
ern-day jet filter and attack 
aircraft jockeying into position 
for takeoff, with ominous wea- 
pons hanging under them, is an 
impressive experience.

I The General Assembly and \ 

Traffic Safety 

The following article was written by Hiram M. Smith, Jr., Director of Public Information of the 
Governor's Highway Safety Committee and appeared recently in the UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA 
NEWS LETTER, published by the Institute of Government at the University of Virginia. The sect- 
ion relating to highway and traffic safety and the drinking driver is reprinted here. 



The attitude of the 1968 Virginia General 
Assembly toward needed legislation in the field 
of highway traffic safety was considerably aff- 
ected by three events, one of which occurred in 
1966 and the other two in 1967. Ute in 1966, 
the Federal government officially promulgated 
national highway safety standards authorised 
under the U.S. Highway Safety Act of 1966. This 
Act clearly established the Federal govern- 
ment's responsibility as i leader inproinoting 
an^ coordinating the national* highway safety 
effoftand provided that each state, in order to 
. receive Federal traffic safety grants, should 
comply, or move $tAQtantlally towards comp- 
liance, with certain staitdards established un- 
der the authority oftheActinl6separate fields 
of trafflc safety. 

Within Virginia, the first event was the re- 
lease in November 1967 of the rqwrt of the 
Virginia Traffic Safety Study Commission, 
which was known as the Mann Commission after 
its Chairman, Delegate C. Harrison Mann, Jr. 
of Arlington County. Intensive study went into 
the report, about 75 meetings and public hear- 
ings were held, andthefinal report of the Com- 
mission included 103 recommendations for act- 
ion in the field of traffic safety. 

The second event, which occurred on Dec- 
ember 1, 1967, was the report of the 1,111th traf- 
fic death for the year In Virginia, which temped 
the long-standing record of 1,110 deaths lo 1941. 
By the end of 1967, the number of traffic deaths 
stood at 1,223. While the stark tragedy of so 
many unnecessary deaths should not be min- 
imized, it is truly remarkable that the line 
was held so long. While the total number of 
traffic deaths in 1967 rose 9.8 percent above 
the old record for 1941, motor vehicle regis- 
trations were up 272 percent and the mileage 
traveled increased by 290 percent during the 
26-year period. Despite these tremendous In- 
creases in registrations and mileage, the av- 
ailable street and highway mileage to absorb 
these increases went up only 9.3 percmt. And 
perhaps the most important statistic of all was 
that the number of deaths per each 100 mlllioo 
miles of travel fell from 18.3 in 1941 to 8.3 In 
1967. 

The primary purpose of this article is to 
summarize the traffic safety legislation en- 
acted by the 1968 Assembly, which was based 
on 57 bills introduced to carry out the propo- 
sals of the Mann Commissilb. 

HIGHWAY SAFETY DIVISION 

One of the key recommendations of the Vir- 
ginia Traffic Safety Study Commission was the 
establishment ^f a Highway Safety Dl^sioB iB 
the Governor's Office to take over the existing 
duties of the Governor's Highway Safety Com- 
mittee, plus additional ones. Hie General Ass- 



embly accepted this recommendation and pro- 
vided for the establishment of such a division 
to serve as the chief coordinator of the traffic 
safety program. In addition, the Division was 
authorized to apply for aid benefits under the 
Federal act and to initiate highway traffic 
safety research. 

THE DRINKING DRIVER , 

As mlg^t have been expected, close attent- 
ion was focused in 1968 on the drinking driver 
who is involved, so the statistics show, in at 
least half of all fatal crashes. In 1962, Virginia 
adopted implied consent legislation under which 
a driver, in return for the operating privilege, 
is deemed to have given his consent to submit 
to a chemical test if arrested for driving under 
the influence of alcohol. Failure to submit to 
the chemical test can result in a 90-day sus-' 
pension of the driver's license whether or not 
the operator is adjudged guilty or innocent of 
the charge in a subsequent action. 

The 1962 version of implied consent was ridd- 
led with so many loopholes for the defendants 
that it proved to be almost completely un- 
workable. Amendments in 1964 and 1966stren- 
gthei|ied the legislation but difficulties were stin 
encountered in the procurerhent of qualified 
personnel to withdraw the blood, the handling 
of the second blood sample which the defendant 
on his own motion could have privately ana- 
lyzed, and the prohibition against an arrest- 
ing officer giving his opinion as to the sob- 
riety of the defendant. Another weakness in 
Virginia's drinking driver legislation was the 
retention of the requirement of .15 percent 
of alcohol by weight in the blood as the pre- 
sumptive level of intoxication. This standard 
has been unanimously pronounced by the medi- 
cal profession as unrealistically high and 10 
states now have chemical tests which provide 
for a presumptive level of intoxication of .10 
The State of Utah and Great Britain, in fact, 
use .08 percent as the presumptive level. 

Although Virginia is the only state with chem- 
ical test legislation under ImpUed consent to 
limit the test medium to blood, the MannConr-^ 
mission recommended that the breath test not 
be adopted on a Stateiwlde basis birf that lodil- 
Ities be permitted to adopt such a test under a 
local onUnahce. A strong bid in the General 
Assembly for adoption on a Statewide basis 
filled. Also defeated were Commission ref!- 
ommendatlons (1) to reduce the pr^umptive 
level of Intoxication to .10, (2) to procure 
blood tests of drivers injured to the extent 
that they require hospitalization and therdlore 
caimot be taken before a magistrate, and (3)to 
raise the penidty for refusing a test from 90 
days to 6 monttis.

Poverty 
Impairs 
Growth 

For 100 years, each new gen- 
eration of middle-class Amer- 
icans has become taller than 
the preceding one. But this 
trend has just about run its 
course. 

That's what researchers at 
the Fels Research Institute for 
the Study of Human Develop- 
ment have found. But some 
Americans will continue to In- 
crease in height— provided they 
stop being poor. 

For the researchers have 
found that the children of im- 
migrants and "those who are 
less well off financially and 
nutritionally" have yet to ach- 
ieve the growth of their middle 
class compatriots.

Mrs. W.W. Washburn, a pet- 
ite, blue-eyed wonian whose 
shoulders have borne the weight 
of planning this year's , 14th 
Annual Boardwalk Art Show 
calls herself "almost non-art- 
istic as far as my personal llf^ 
goes." 

Chairman of this year's art 
show, Mrs. Washburn doesn't 
paint.

Headstart Is *Catch-Up'

start, but it might better be 
called "Catch -Up," because 
that's what it's all about. 

Being offered iii conjunction 
witlvtbe regular sutnmer school 
and kindergarten classes for the 
children of Virginia Beach, 
Headstart is a federally-sub- 
sidized prbgram, new, in its 
fourth year at the Beach,'^imed 
at helping economically (depri- 
ved children better profit from 
and adjust to public education. 
With the informal study of 
language at its center, the pro- 
gram is an attempt to help 
children, both Negro and White, 
from lower - income bracket 
families identify with the mid- 
dle-class world about which all 
grammar school text books are 
written. 

One of the most basic and 
one of the most progressive 
programs to come out of the 
American educational system, 
iHeadstart is supported through 
the federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 

Headstart not onh^ realizes 
that Seatack and Thoroughgood 
are two different Worlds, it is 
also trying to bridge the gap 
for Seatack children who have 
no other world than Thorough- 
good in which to be educated.

Mrs. Hortense R. Spence, 
lead teacher at Arrowhead 
School for its three ^Headstart 
classes, pointed out that Head- 
start emphasizes "a general 
enrichment program, rather 
than formal education." 

Mrs. Spence said the major 
contrast between her regular 
school year and the summer 
with Headstart is the latter's 
informality. An adaptable pro- 
gram, Headstart is concerned 
with those basics that children 
trom middle-class, middle-in- 
come families assimilate 
through their parents outside 
of the classroom. 

A teacher of 15 years ex- 
i>erience in the Virginia Beach 
public school system, Mrs. 
Spence teaches the first grade 
at Holland School during the 
regular school year. 

Mrs. Anne Henry, director 
of Headstart for Virginia Beach, 
explained that there are 24 
classes being taught this summ- 
er at eight schools: Alanton, 
Arrowhead, Brookwood, Cooke, 
Luxford, Seaboard, Seatack and 
Shelton Park. 

Headstart is aimed at child- 
ren from low income bracket 
families. According to Mrs. 
Henry, OEO has allotted $98,- 
315 for Headstart in Virginia 
Beach this year. The federal 
money is being distributed thr- 
ough the Community Action 
Agency of STOP (Southeaster 
Tidewater C^portunity Pro- 
ject.) . ' 

Local money for Headstart 
total $26,398 this year, to be 
used for "in kind services," 
■ such as bussing the children to 
and firom the classes, and build- 
ing maintenence. This year for 
toe first time STOP has been 
required by OEO to screen all 
Headstart children. Ninety per 
cent are chosen for the program 
because of the number in their 
household in relation to the 
ftunlly's income. The remain- 
ing tai pe'r cent are chosen 
without regard to the family 
financial situation. 

During the right weeks of 
Hetulstart, (which ends Aug. 9) 
toe chUdroi attend four hours 



of classes daily, 8 a.m.-12 
lUMin, Monday torough Friday. 
They are given free breakfasts, 
and medical and dental care. 

"It's been very gratifying,'' 
commented Mrs. ^ence, "to 
see toe growth in toese children 
just in toe past few weeks. 
Most of toem were withdrawn, 
wouldn't participate in toe pro- 
gram, wouldn't even talk." 

In general, Mrs. Spence went 
on, toe cldldren's vocabularies 
are "very limited. They were 
so shy toey wouldn't even use 
the words they did know." 

Mrs. Dorotoy Ratliff , anotoer 
Headstart teacher at Arrow- 
head,added her impressions of , 
the program: ."It's very dif*^ 
ficult for anyone in a middle- 
income bracket to realize that 
there are children who just - 
aren't familiar with so many 
things that we take for granted. 

"There are probably children 
in tois group who have never 
been to toe beach, or the air- 
port, or to a dairy farm. The 
words mean nothing to toem, 
because toey don't really know 
what toe words mean." 

One of the most popular as- 
pects of toe Headstart summer 
program are the field trips to 
toe SPCA, the fire department, 
city jparks, dairy farms, the 
beach' and to toe Norfolk air- 
port,, "■'■ ; 

Subject matter in the Head- 
start classes is introduced sub- 
tly through "creative play," 
Mrs. Spence explained. "We 
touch on science and art and 
reading, but it's all indirectly, 
through story telling and dra- 
matization. 

"We are trying to get these 
children socially involved wito 
toe English language," said 
Mrs. Spence. "We are trying 
to give toem a sense of be- 
longing, of toeir own Import- 
ance. Most of them come from 
large families wito many chil- 
dren and have little attention 
at home." 

"The only , regretable thing 
about Headstart," said Mrs. 
Spence, "is that It wasn't star- 
ted years ago." 

In addition to its Headstart 
prograffly toe city has made two 
innovations in its regular sum- 
mer school program |er 1968. 

Employment 
Increases 

A recent report of toe U.S. 
Census Bureau reveals some 
Interesting figures concerning 
the retail trade in Virginia 
Beach. In fact, toe report places 
this phase of our economy as 
the largest single employer of 
people in the city with a total 
of 4,015 on toe payrolls as of 
mid-March. 

Following the retail trade in- 
dustry was toe Service i;>ivIslon 
with 3,954 and the contract 
construction with 2,236 people. 

Total employment In the city, 
exclusive of government em- 
ployees, was 12,622^ This com- 
pares to the 1966 figure of 
10.553 people, or an increase 
Of about 20 percent. 

As a comparison the Norfolk 
figures show virtually no gain 
for toe same period— 83,439 
in 1967 vs. 83,345 in 1966. 



Previously the individual 
schools had decided whether 
there was enough interest in 
students and parents to merit 
a summer schedule. This year 
the individual schools made toe 
Initial survey, and then turned 
toe data over to the city school 
board. 

There are ten summer school 
centers this year, serving ap- 
proximately kindergarten pu- 
pils and 2,200 regular summer 
school students. There are re- 
medial classes being taught in 
English, mathematics and read- 
ing, an4 emriehment courses in 
art and science, for grades 
one torough seven. 

This is also the first year 
that free public transportation 
is being provided to bus sum- 
mer school students to and from 
toeir classes. 

According to a spokesman 
at the school board, toe sum- 
mer school program "seems 
to be very successful." 

Color TV'S 
Can Be 
Tested 

Relief may be on toe way for 
owners of color television sets 
who now have no way of knowing 
whether toeir sets are leaking 
dangerous radiation. 

At the suggestion of Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, Jr., D-Va;, toe 
Senate Commerce Committee 
this week s^iiproved legislation 
which directe the Public Healto 
Service to develop asimpletest 
to Identify such defective sets. 

A recent survey of 1,124 color 
television sets in the Washing- 
ton area showed that six percent 
of the sets were leaking a haz- 
ardous amount of x-rays. 

Nationally, it has been esti- 
mated that there are between 
700,000 and 1.4 million haz- 
ardous sets in use. 

The Public Health Service 
has said that. most of these, 
sets would never be Identified 
because there Is a shortage of 
trained technicians and equip- 
ment to carry out the compli- 
cated tests now required.

You should water ymir veg- 
etables and flowers during the 
dry weather of mldsumnier. 
A good supply of Adi imilsture 
is neMed if you are to have 
nice succulent cabbage, snap 
beans and tomatoes, or sweet 
delicious corn. Your flowers 
also need a liberal supidy of 
water to produce large, beau- 
tiful blooms. 

Plants use large amounts of 
water. In terms of irrigation or 
rainfall, your garden needs 
about one inch of water each 
week to maintain a satisfactory 
growth rate. In cool, cloudy 
weather a smaller amount is 
needed. In hot, windy weather, 
the supply needs to be larger. 



Control the weeds in your 
flower and vegetable garden to 
conserve moisture. Also, a 
mulch of sawdust, peat moss, 
wood chips, bark chips or sim- 



ilar material will be very help- 
ful. A plastic mulch is effec- 
tive but is nc4 as attractive 
as the organic mulches sug- 
gested here. The orpnic mul- 
ches also have the advantage 
of inqtroving the soil when they 
are plowed in befbre you plant 
your garden again next year. 

During a sevwe drought per- 
iod the control of weeds aixl 
use of mulch will not solve 
your water problem. You will 
need to Irrigate your garden 
to supply the one inch of water 
which Is needed each week. If 
you irrigate, remember that it 
is better to give the garden a 
good soaking every week or 
ten days, rather than a light 
a|)plication more frequently. 

You may think the high cost 
of the water may make garden 
irrigation impractical. This 
may be true in some locali- 
ties. In many places, however,

Water rates vary widely be- 
tween dlfferei^ cities and towns. 
A common range is from about 
80 cents to $1.20 per 1,000 
gallons. Assuming an average 
rate of one dollar, it wuld 
cost 62^ for the 625 gallons 
needed' to s^ly an inch of water 
to a 40 by 25-foot garden, with 
an area of 1,000 square feet. 

During most years only a few 
irrigations of your garden would 
be necessary. The improved 
yield of vegetables and flowers 
should be much more valuable 
than the cost of water. If an 
extended drought makes it ne-^ 
cessary to irrigate many times, 
the cost may, of course, become 
prohibitive. By carefully water- 
ing only your critical crops 
you can have the benefits of 
irrigation without the hi^cosll

Aphids are a general prbblem 
on many of the plant materials 
we have in our landscapes. 
These tiny insects are oftoi 
called "plant lice", and are 
variously ^colored and s o m e- 
times wooly. Probably the ones 
you will see most in your Tide- 
water lawn are the ones that are 
either green or gray in color. 
They are small, .^oft-bodied, 
and pear-shaped or somewhat 
globular. 



Aphids feed by sucking the 
juices from the plants. These 
insects, which usually occur 
in considerable numbers, gen- 
erally attack the softer parts of 
plants such as the new growth 
or the leaves. They excrete a 
slldcy substance called "honey< 
dew" that wets the leaves and 
ground. This Is often seen on 
maples, weeping willow, rose, 
and ligustrum to name only 
a few. 

Aphids can be controlled 
fairly easily by using a contact 
chemical applied as a spray with 
enough force to penetrate the 
foliage and wet the insects. 
Some chemicals that are eff- 
ective in .killing aphids are 
malathion, pyrethrum, and se- 
vin. Follow the directtons on 
the container.

When summer weather 
beckons activities out-d 
doors, most people think of 
cooking safety as applying only 
to fire precautions for barbe- 
cues and cookouts. Safety inthe 
kitchen, where most of the 
meals are still prepared even 
on the balmiest days, is often 
neglected in the rush to get out 
of what is usually the warmest 
room of the house. 

One habit that should be in- 
stinctive to any cook is to turn 
all pot and p^n handles away 
from the front of the range when 
cooking, particularly when 
there are children in the home.

Training 

Entitlement to vocational re- 
habilitation training expired 
five years ago for most dis- 
abled World War 11 veterans. 

However, certain seriously 
disabled veterans could have 
up to June 30, 197S, to com- 
plete vocational rehabilitation 
training, E.P. Brosnan, Mana- 
ger of the Roanoke Veterans 
Administration Regional Off- 
ice , said. 

VA can grant these ser- 
iously disabled World War 11 
veterans this extended period 
in which to complete their 
training if: 

They had not previously been 
rehabilitated as a result of 
training provided by the VA. 

Since being rehabilitated, 
their service-connected dis- 
aMU^^has worsened so that 
they are unable to perjorm the 
occtqatlonal duties for whidi 
they had been especially 
trained. 

Woarld War 11 veterans still 
ellgitde for vocational rehab- 
ilitation training may enroll in 
schools or colleges, train on the 
Job, take institutional on-the- 
farm training or enter other 
programs \4iich combine school 
and Job training. The exact type 
of training is selected by the 
veteran after he is counseled 
by VA specialists, Brosnan 
said. 

While in training, and for two 
^nths after rehabilitation, eli- 
gible veterans may receive a 
subsistence allowance in add- 
itloatoidisabiUlx compensation 
and payment dtultion, fees, and 
other training costs. 

Brosnan explained that all- 
owances vary with the type of 
training and the number of de- 
pendents. Seriously disabled 
World War 11 veterans who have 
any questions concerning their 
entitlement to vocational re- 
habilitation training should con- 
tact their nearest VA Regional 
Office, Brosnan said.

Back in the Spring of 1956 
the Virginia Beach Art Assoc- 
. iation, a courageous bag(i of 
volunteer workers, launched a 
small art exhibit on the \>oii6- 
walk as its part in the Golden 
Anniversary Celebration of 
Virginia Beach. They called it 
an "Art Mart", open to all 
artists over 18, using any media, 
and charged a modest registra- 
tion fee of 50 cents. Invitations 
to exhibit were mailed to 800 
artists from Maine to Florida. 

The 1968 Boardwalk Art Show 
will cover a ten-block stretch 
of oceanfront boardwalk be- 
tween 7th. and 17th streets, lined 
with 27,000 feet of chicken wire 
exhibition space. The 450-artist 
show will be held July 18th 
through 22nd. 

That first year, the exhibit, 
offered a moriest award of $25 
for Best in Show, chosen by 
jtidge«i Winifred Baker Gillette, 
Leon Wooten ami Phil Hornthal, 
and S15 for the Most Popular, 
selected by votes of the spec- 
tators. To the pleased surprise 
of the Association, 104 exhib- 



itors entered a total of 1275 
separate works of art— and rang 
up a sales total of $2,783. 

Most of the entries were 
from local artists, both ama- 
teurs and professional, more 
interested in a chance to show 
. their work against a backdrop 
of sparkling sea and radiant 
sky than in the awards and sales. 

The Art Association bravely 
billed the 1956 show as its 
"First Annual". As with all 
new ideas, the cynics scoffed 
and said it would never work. 
But the Show was a hit. The 
public loved it, and when the 
second Annual Boardwalk Art 
Show was announced, withoirt 
benefit of all the Golden Ann- 
iversary hoopla, the producers 
were astonished to find support 
in totally unexpected places. 
Merchants and hotels and res- 
taurants were enthusiastic. The 
"artistic element" had drawn 
a large and lively audience. 
Many people who might balk 
at going to seeformal art shows 
in galleries and museums 
browsed happily among the pic- 



tares and sculpture and cera 
mics lined up along the sunny 
sea-scaped boardwalk. They 
looked, admired, critized— and 
bought. 

The 1957 Boardwalk Art Show- 
demonstrated bow far the little 
candle kindled by the Virginia 
Beach Art Association, had 
thrown its beam. Veterans of 
the first show returned, their 
numbers swelled by newcomers 
attracted by descriptions of the 
charms of the beach, the casual 
cheerful atmosphere, and won- 
derfully mixed andanireciative 
audience. The cash prizes were 
now totalling $l50; the regis- 
tration fee was raised to $1; 
and a 10 per cent commission 
on sales (since discontinued) 
was charg«l to help swell a fund 
that will eventually go to build 
a permanent art center at Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

And so, year by year, the 
Boardwalk Art Show grew with 
more pf everything— artists, 
paintings, sculpture, etchings, 
ceramics and portrait sketch- 
ing while you wait. Sales clim- 



bed even in 1959 at the Fourth 
Annual Show when the rains 
poured down and the winds blew, 
Sheltered by the porches araJ 
l(*bies of ocean-front hotels, 
the artists sold their works for 
a total of $6,274. 

In 1960, the Fifth Annual 
Boardwalk Art Show was 
blessed with perfect beach wea- 
ther and 207 artists competed 
for $500— an increase of $175 
over the year t)efore. The entry 
fee had been raised to $5, but 
the Virginia Beach Art Assoc- 
iation had dropped the sales 
commission pla;i, and sales 
nearly doublerl over the year 
before to an impressive total of 
812,154. 

The 1961 exhibit made a nat- 
ional sales record for outdoor 
shows. Sales reached nearly 
$17,000— not counting barters 
for art, like a side of beef, a 
large quantity of frozen foot, 
and a belt. Accbrding' to Will- 
iam Tazewell of the Virginian-^ 
Pilot, the art Included "dread- 
ful,, first rate and Sunday pain- 
ters"— 250 of them, competing

They 
came from all over the country, 
by car, by bus, by plane— and 
two arrived on a motorcycle 
with their paintings strapped 
to the sides! Almost penniless, 
they slept on the beach the first 
night. The next day a bonanza 
of sales let them move to the 
Cavalier for the duration. Then 
they departed, happy as clams 
at high tide, as broke as when 
they came. 

The wide diversity of exhibit- 
ing artists made it possible to 
■privide a delightful tour de 
force with the same subject 
painted by Yetta Bornsteinas an 
abstract, by Greta Matson real- 
istically, and by ReithaSedelas 
an impression, *^ 

1962 brought the tragic Ash 
Wednesday storm which des- 
troyed much of the Boardwalk. 
Fpr a time, it looked as if the 
Seventh Annual Boardwalk Art 
Show was out of the question. 
Rapid repair?, however, made 
it possible to set aside the South 
End for exhibit space on the 
boardwalk— which proved so 
Successful and practical that 
this area has been used ever 
since. The annual event, by 
now, storms or no storms, had 
grown to proportions that made 
its production a huge under- 
taking in expenses and volunteer 
labor. But the City of Virginia 
Beach realized what a remark- 
able asset it had become, both

and manpower assistance. ,So 
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able to view the works of 200 
artists from eleven states and 
Canada that year. On ejdiibit 
were 5,238 various things, and 
again sales soared. That year 
they hit nearly $20,000, 

The next year, the tin wedd- 
ing anniversary of the Board- 
walk Art Show, artists began 
to write in January to make 
their plans to be here. They 
came from all over the coun- 
try—from Canada— from Ger- 
many. Altogether, 358 of them 
strund their works on the spa- 
ces lining both sides of the 
boardwalk, set up sculpture on 
tables, and erected their easels 
for portrait sketching. 

The "open" show isdeslped 
for everyone and among those 
who accepted the invitation were 
a social worker, a service sta- 
tion attendant, a postman,. a 
sheet metal worker, an elect- 
rical engineer, a truck driver, 
a dentist, a pawnbroker, a min- 
ister—and who knows how many 
housewives? There were also 
75 well-known professionals 
joining in the competition for 
$800 work of prizes— and in 
sharing $30,000 that the color- 
fully clad spectators paid for 
their work. 

The 1968 show will offer ovct 
$2600 worth of prizes for tal- 
ented artists from 22 states 
and Canada including a $1000i^ 
first prize.

Traffic over Weekend 
Tops Fourth of July 
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It is generally agreed that 
last weekend was even bigger 
thai^ the long Fourth of July 
holiday for resort businesses 
in Virginia Beach, and more 
than a quarter-of-a-million 
people came into and left Vir- 
ginia Beach Borough over In- 
dependence Day. 

To find out just how many 
vehicles there really were en- 
tering and leaving the resort 
strand from July ■3-8,«Reeves 
Johnson, traffic Safety Director 
for the City of Virginia Beach 
placed automatic traffic coun- 
ters at five strategic locations. 
The results were startling, even 
to Johnson, who was already 



aware of thetremendous amount 
of traffic and the problems it 
sometimes creates. 

A counter placed at Atlantic 
Avenue and 83rd Street just 
off Shore Drive caught Route 
60 traffic and traffic coming 
and going through Fort Story. 
It registered 19,227 vehicles, 
where the average is usually 
17 to 18 thousand,^ccording to 
Johnson. 

At Laskin and Holly roads, 
19,605 vehicles passed over the 
counter, as opposed to the usual 
14 to 16' thousand average. 

At the Expressway, 7,612 ve- 
hicles came into the area and 
5,030 left, for a total of 12,642,

as contrasted with the summer 
weekend averaep of about 10,000 
and only about 6,000 during the 
winter. J'^hnson pointed out that 
without the expressway that 
traffic would h^ve been either 
on Laskin Road or 17th Street. 

At Virginia Beach Blvd. 17th 
Street, another 17,717 vddcles 
passed over the counter, where 
the average is usually about tl)e 
same as Laskin Road, or 
slightly less. And at General 
Booth Blvd^, another 6,055 ve- 
hicles crossed the fifth counter, 
where the average ]s about 
4,000. 

The grand total for the holi- 
day period of vehicles logged 
in and out of the ttorough was 
75,245. 

Johnson said no attempt is 
being made to determine from 
this total ho w long people stayed, 
how ntany of the vehicles were 
service vehicles or those be- 
longing to residents or even 
how many came in 'that did not 
l§aye during the period. He 
noted, however, that the smaller 
number leaving on the express- 
way than came in appeared to 
point to the fact that they were 
still here at the end of tlie 
holiday period. 

During the same time, 24,133 
crossed a counter on Atlantic 
Avenue and 27,059 crossM an- 
other on Pacific Avenue at 20th 
Street. 

At London Bridge another 
counter handled 29,608 f ehicles, 
a higher total than ever re- 
corded even before the toll road 
was built on a single day. 

According to statistics, 3.5 
people were riding in each car 
that crossed those five borough 
counters, but Johnson believes

Fire Insurance Co. and Hugh 
Barnes, district manager of 
Nationwide Insurance Co.

Future Park Plans Depend on Money 



Sidney Kellam finally settled 
the matter of his candidacy 
for re-election as Virginia's^ 
DerAocfatic National Comm- 
itteenfSr ^"a dinner meeting 
of the 90-man Richmond delega- 
tion to thestate convention Tue- 
sday night in the capital city. 

Kellam, who has served eight 
years in the state's top Demo- 
cratic post, surprised the aud- 
ience when he said he would 
not run. His announcement came 
on the heels of a speech by 
William B. Hopkins, state sen- 
ator from Roanoke, who had 
meant to challenge Kellam for 
the post at the state convention 
Saturday in Salem. 

Hopkins voiced the now fam- 
iliar, "It's time for a change" 
statement. But Kellam had the 
last word. He said he agreed 
with Hopkins and would there- 
fore step aside, in doing so 
Kellam threw his support to 
party moderate Waldo Miles of 
Bristol, an attorney who has 



been mentioned as a possible 
It. governor candidate in the 
past. 

Other Virginia party leader- 
ship is also up for grabs and 
received a complete airing Tue- 
sday night. Challenger Joseph 
Fitzpatrick spoke of his aspir- 
ations to the chairmanship of the 
party, but present chairman 
Rep. Watklns Abbltt was not 
present because of gun 'legis- 
lation in Congress he said he 
felt demanded his attention. 

In addition two announced 
candidates for Democratic Nat- 
ional Commltteewomaii from 
Virginia also addressed thedel- 
egation. The present comm- 
ttteewoman, Mrs. John Garland 
Pollard, widow of the former 
governor of Virginia, was not 
present and has not made known 
her intentions amid persistent 
reports over several months 
that she will not run again. 

The Kellam announcement 
ilhpped speculation that began 
about the first of the year, 



but was never denied or con- 
firmed upon repeated question- 
ing by the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN at regular Intervals. 

In the early stages all Kellam 
would do was chuckle when 
questioned, and say, "All I 
know right now is that I plan 
to atteml the national convention ' 
In Chicago." 

After opposition was ann- 
ounced, the strongest statement 
he would make was that he 
had never announced his can- 
didacy in 1960 or 1964 either. 

Finally Tuesday ni^t he 
made it clear. The 65-year-old 
Kellam finally announced his 
non-candidacy. •" 

A number of speakers then 
took the stand to praise Kellam 
and his record over a long 
period of years. , 

Kellam has always been 
known as a man who always 
supported the Democratic 
party, even when it was polit- 
ically unpopular in Virginia to 
do so.

A year ago it was announced 
that a master plan had been 
drawn for eiqiansion of. Sea- 
shore State Park, which lies 
wholly within the city limits 
of Virginia Beach. 

That e]q;>ansion included the 
construction of a small boat 
launching marina with a parking 
area at the Narrows reached 
trom 64th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue, to supplement the 
launching fftcilities there. That 
part of the expansion is nearly 
completed with the building of 
a permanent restroom building 
also. Final touches to the pre- 
lect should be finished in the 
next coiqde of weeks. 

Tlie rest of tiie planned ex- 
pansion, liowever, is no farther 
along now ttian it was a year 
ago, except tlt^ arciiitectural 
renderings are expected in tlie 
near future. Eventoal ^ans lot 
the park include addiOonalna- 
bire trails, three lilgii-lcvel 
obserraUoi towers (one on the 
ocean side, one on tbe Ctiesa- 
peake Bay side and the odier on 



the Broad Bay side), an infor- 
mation-visitor center with 
auditorium and an approxim-- 
ately three-mile circle of 
narrow gauge track for a small 
train for tourists. 

Development of all of these 
depends now on future appro- 
priations t>y coming sessions 
of the Virginia General Assem- 
bly, according to David L. 
Johnson, information officer of 
tbe Virginia Department of Con- 
servation and Economic Devel- 
opment. 

Johnson noted that with the 
compl^on of the present 338 
compsites at the park no more 
campsites are cmtemplated. 

"From here on out, " he 
said, "(HIT main concern will 
be to preserve tbe natural areas 
of the park." 

Ot tiie appromimatdv 1,700 
aares, much xA the land is 
nuu^hy, covered vitli sand 
dimes or with natural uoder- 
(trowth. Tliere is also a lake 



within the park. While the part 
on the bay side of Shore Drive 
is devoted to hampers and those 
campeis who wish to use the 
beach and bathhouse facilities, 
the otiier side will be basically 
devoted to nature traiU and 
wildlife. 

There are a number of cabins 
on that side of the park at 
present, but as the years pass 
and they can no longer be re- 
paired, they will be torn down 
for more open area, according 
to Johnson. 

With the campsites at Sea- 
shore Park filled to capacity, 
especially on summer week- 
ends, the state amumneed plans 
about 18 months ago to purchase 
as much land as po«8&>le south 
of the federal Back Bay Wikl- 
Ufe Refuge to the North Caro- 
lina line for the establishment 
of False Cape State Park. 

While this brought some opp- 
osition from tht«e property 
ow ners south of Sandbridge, 
the state has gone alietd witt 



plans to build the park on the 
mile wide, five-mile stretch 
of wilderness. Several pur- 
chases of land are now. in the 
final stages, according to 
Johnson, and should be com- 
pleted soon. 

When completed, an addit- 
ional 1,000 campsites will be 
provided within the park. Roads 
will be built into and out of the 
area, and all types of recrea- 
tional facilities will be provided, 
including a large area for surf- 
ing, Johnson said. 

Some land will also be left 
for commercial use including 
hotels, restaurants and other 
resort-oriented activity. Ex- 
isting buildings will be demol- 
ished. 

"While we want to keep Sea- 
sitore Park as natural as poss- 
ible, we want to develop False 
Cape Park for recreation," said 
Johnson. 

The park at False Cape, while 
it will not be ready in time to 
meet immediate needs, is gen- 



erally looked to for help by 
city officials. 

Recently Planning Director 
Patrick Standing called for 
some type of plans for opening 
the beaches of the wildlife re- 
fuge to the general public also 
as a resort area since the 
limited accessille oceanfront 
property in Virginia Beach is 
becoming critical. 

The Army and Navy both own 
large chunks of oceanfront pro- 
perty In Virginia Beach, but tlat 
land is not for public use. If 
the Wildlife Refuge Is opened 
when the False Cape Park is 
completed and when roads are 
constructed from Sandbridge 
southward to the North Carolina 
line, Virginia Beach will have 
within its limits one large park 
beginning with the city property 
at Little Island in Sandbridge 
stretching about 11 miles to 
North Carolina ovet choice 
waterfrmt and oceanfront pro- 
perty. And tMs will) also be 
the only, state park within a city 
(ML^e oceanfront in the United 
States.

docket. 

The Planning Commission 
figures into the meeting in an- 
other way too. City Planning 
Director Patrick standing hopes 
to present his department's 
study of the city's needs and 
reqidrements of a new cultural- 
civic-convention center. 

The commission was author- 
ized in May by City Council 
to make the study and to reco- 
mmend specific needs where 
a new center is concerned. It 
is generally agree^ that a new 
center is necessary since the 
Dome is not large enough to 
attract major conventions and it 
is felt ^Uch a facility is a key 
to resort expansion. 

Besides existing and projected 
needs, the commission was also 
asked to determine what type 
and size of facility would be 
needed, and to evaluate a num- 
ber of sites already suggested. 

Last winter several Council- 
men, City Manager Roger Scott 
and present Civic Center Direc- 
tor Sam Scott made a tour of 
major southern cities to study 
such centers and' stadiums. 

The committee; headed by 
Councilnan Lawrence Marshall 
presented its report to Council 
in May :which generally called 
for a new center but pointed 
out that a stadium should pro- 
bably be a joint areawide pro- 
ject. To back up the committee's 
findings and to make specific 
«> recommendations, the Planning 
Commission study was re- 
quested. 
. At the- same time, Marshal 
.noted that after the current 
study is completed it would be 
evaluated and determined 
whether a professional con- 
sultant need be hired. In the 
meantime, he noted, there would 
be tremendous savings to the 
citjr. 

Sieveral sites for the con- 
vention-cultural center have 
been publicly suggested, in- 
cluding one near the Virginia 



Beach-Cheasapeake line Just oft 
Interstate 64 and the Virginia 
Bea<A-Norfolk E^qiressway 
generally inthePembrdcearea. 
Most resort businessmen agree, 
however, that the new center 
should be in the oceanfront area. 

Along that line two sites have 
been suggested. Building an ad- 
dition to the present Dome has 
been questioned because of tak- 
ing present parking away and 
because of the cost of purchas- 
ing adjacent land.

Megalopolis 

Necessitates 

Apartments 

The cherished tradition of a 
separate detached home for 
each American family has coll-v 
ided heftd-on with megalopolis^ 
in the third quarter of the twen- 
tieth century. 

With the gradual saturation 
of the suburbs surrounding most 
cities has come general recog- 
nition that apartment houses 
are not only tolerable but in 
some situations offer the only 
realistic alternative use of sites 
that are too costly to develop 
for single-family homed. 

In the first place, few apart- 
ments are designed for larger, 
families. The vast majority— * 
whether garden types or eleva- 
tor buildings— consist almost 
entirely of ong-and two-bed- 
room mtits.. Apartments with 
three bedrooms or more are 
relatively rare. 

When a couple with children 
remain in an apartment long 
enough for one or more off- 
spring to reach school age, then 
the Impact is felt in primary 
grades, whose costs are much 
lower thanthose of high schools. 
The usual fftmily pattern is one 
of moving into their own home 
as soon as earning power per- 
mits. This status normally is 
reached while children are still 
in elementary school.

Requires New Skills 



Now that expressways are 
here to stay, do you know how 
to drive on them? Sure, you 
do...now read the facts pre- 
sented by Reeves Johnson, chief 
of the Traffic '(Safety Division 
of Virginia Beach. 

At the Thursday, July 18, 
lundieon meeting of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Safety Council at 
Bow Creek Country Club, John- 
son presented a film, "Inter- 
state Driving," plus- some 
common sense tips on how to 
get along in this speedy world. 
"You and your car should be 
in top condition before driving 
onto an expressway," Johnson 
said. This means that you should 
be physically fit and mentally 
alert-ready to give continuous 
attention to driving; you should 
make sure your car's tires, 
brakes, fan belt and other equip- 
ment are in a condition to meet 
the strains of freeway travel. 
There are no gas stations or 
telephones along the way. 

Learn how to get on the 
freeway correctly. There is 
only one way: you must enter 
from the approach road and the 
acceleration ramp at a speed 
of 40 to 50 m.p.h. DON'T STOP! 
You should be able to accelerate 
at a speed that will allow you 
to blend in with the flow of 
traffic; and when traffic Is 
whizzing by ,at rates of 65 to 
70 m.p.h., you need a wider 
gap between approaching cars 
to enter than at average rates. 
At these super speeds you 
should pay keen attention to the 
road and the trafflc...a few 
seconds' glance away may mean 
disaster. 

Emergencies require faster 
reactions along with acceler- 
ated drivlng...don't make any 
sudden stops or changes. 
Changes should be signaled well 
in advance. 

"HIGHWAY Hypnosis" Is a 
common ailment, but never ig- 
nore its warning.. .pull off the 
road where possible and walk 
or nap. This leads to a very 
important rule: never stop on 
the expressway unless there

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All in the Interest of Conflict 



Clear thinking men, including 
the governor of Virginia, have 
called for the next thing to a 
moratorium on conflict of In- 
terest matters until the 1876 
law can be examined and studied 
from all angles. 

Changes in that law are ex- 
pected to come before q special 
session of the Virginia General 
Assembly next January. Until 
that time the hornet's nest of 
conflict of Interest that has be- 
sieged several sections of Vir- 
ginia recently and has seriously 
questioned the integrity of out- 
standing and dedicated public 
servants was expected to settle 
somewhat. 

In most places it has, as 
serious leaders take stock of 
the situation and wait for action 
to be taken after the heat of 
the moment passes. In Virginia 
Beach this is not so. The new 
Commonwealth Attorney, Andre 
Evans, elected on an anti ticket, 
is forging ahead without waiting 
for clarification of anything. He 
is seeking by law the return of 
more than $200,000 from former 
Police and Trial Board chair- 
man Richard Hoi land for dieged 
conf I ict of interest dating back to 
1963. He is asking Sidney Kellam 
tcf return more thcRi $775,000 
t(| the city for alleged conflicts 
dating back to 1963. And, oh 
yes, he has asked City Council- 
man Murray Molbon, apolitical 
ally, to return the^^arge sum 
pf $585 to the city for alleged 
conflicts. Malbon, magnani- 
mously, has agreed to do so. 
This case, no doubt is sup- 
posed to put the mess in proper 
all-encompassing balance. 

It should be increasingly clear 
that Evans Is merely trying to 
create quite a name for himself 
in this matter while at the same 
time bringing personal and pub- 
lic hardship to men who have 



served for years the city of 
Virginia Beach in a manner that 
can stand up to any criticism. 
These men do not deserve the 
shabby treatment of the grand- 
standing political play they dre 
receiving. Merely as a point 
of interest, the law only applies 
within two years of any vio- 
lation. Perhaps Evans missed 
that part of the law in his rush 
for justice. ^^^^^^^ 

To argue the merits of the 
conflict of Interest law is now 
futile. While most are now con- 
vinced that the law is not too 
clear and often contradictory, 
and are satisfied to settle back 
in an embarrassed manner and 
straighten out the bqd parts, 
Mr. Evans has taken advantage 
of that same law to embarrass 
public servants. Oddly enough 
this is not happening in Norfolk 
where 200 officials and mi I lions 
oi dollars are in question. 
-^ This politically-orientated 
vendetta is probably far from 
over where Evans is concerned. 
Tliere are still a few other 
names that have already been 
mentioned in the conflict of 
interest matter. No doubt they 
too will feel the political force 
of Evans' power, so neatly 
packaged In the sham Ot yp^- 
holding the law. ' 

Hopefully the courts will see 
through this politics, this at- 
tempt to discredit, this grab 
for power. It would certainly 
be a gross miscarriage of jus- 
tice Jf anyone is ever allowed 
to use the law or an elective 
legal office to fuj'ther himself 
or his friends politically or 
otherwise. In fact, Jt would be 
far worse than anyone, public 
offical or not, selling to a 
municipality. In the latter case, 
at least dollar value Is given 
for a product or service re- 
ceived.

I Federal Programs Grow\ 

The ifollowlng is a special report Issued by the office Of Virginia's Junior Senator, William B. 
Spong, Jr. It deals with the pressing budgetary problems facing this country today. 



The growth of Federal programs in recent 
years—through expansion of old programs and 
creation of new ones—has been tremendous. 
The Federal budget has doubled in the last 
thirteen years. Domestic expenditures have 
increased 170%. And with this growth has 
come inefficient and wasteful duplication of 
services and activities among the hundreds 
of Federal departments, agencies and bureaus. 

For example, at least eight departments and 
twelve agencies are involved in Federal health 
programs; eighteen are engaged in programs 
to Improve the natural environment; twelve 
operate major credit programs affecting mone- 
tary policy; thirteen manage manpower pro- 
grams; more than twenty-five are involved 
in education. 

In terms both of money spent and of results 
achieved this overlapping and duplication is 
bound to be wasteful. 

Congress must, of course, bear much of the 
responsibility for this situation, Too often 
in the past short-range, sometimes politically 
motivated programs have been created without 
sufficient consideration of their relationship 
to other, existing programs. In many cases 
such existing programs could have been ex- 
panded or modified to achieve Congress' 
purpose without the establishment of yet 
another new bureau. 

The proliferation of programs and grants 
causes problems not only of coordination at 
the Federal level but also of frustration and 
confusion among local and state officials who 
work in areas affected by these Federal ac- 
tivities. Many state and local governments 
have begun operating offices in Washington 
to cope with this Federal maze— at the end 
of last year, at least seventeen states, twenty- 
four dtles and four counties had taken steps 
to provide tlieniselves with special service 
in Wsrihlr^n beyond those provided by their 
representatives in Congress. 



With the wide variety of programs operating 
in the same areas and the extraordinary dif- 
ferences in their terms and conditions, it 
is understandable why the states and localities 
are resorting to such steps. It is under- 
standable, too, why they are often tempted 
to submit hastily drawn applications and go 
after the easy money at the expense of meeting 
their real priorities and seeking balanced 
solutions to local and s^te problems.. 

The time has come for a comprehensive 
review and overhauling of Federal operations. 

I am one of a number of senators who are 
co-sponsoring a bill to create an indepenctent 
study commission, similar to the Hoover Com- 
mission of the early 1950's, which would 
conduct a thorough examinationof these opera- 
tions. Hopefully, Its conclusions would sugges,t, 
corrective steps to assure the proper manage- 
ment of all our resources— our manpower, 
time and money— in pursuit of well-defined 
goals. 

At the same time Congress must reassert 
Itself as a co-equal in the governmental 
process. The executive branch now maintains 
the i'iitintlve in dealing with most problems, 
and, Congress, rather than equip itself to 
respond on its own, usually reacts by ac- 
quiescing and acting only on proposals of the 
Administration. 

Certainly, at this time in our history— when 
our efforts overseas as world leader appear 
frustrated and faltering, when Americans at 
home seem more divided than at any time 
since the War Between the States— it is In- 
cumbent upon the government to instill In 
the people new confidence in the management 
of the Nation's affairs. This trust can be 
assured only if the government cleans its 
own house and demonstrates that it can control 
and administer Its ftmctions in a responsible 
and orderly way.

IMe July or early AugiKt 
is tte time to plant innsies 
t<« blooming next spring.

Pansies are very effective 
when used as edging for the 
.M^ perennial flower border, or in 
front of shrubs in the found- 
ation planting. They are par- 
ticularly attractive among spr- 
ing flowering bulbs like daff- 
odils and tulips. 

Pansies grow best in cool 
weather and are quite intolerant 
fOf a hot, sunny location. Plant 
the seeds in a cold frame, or 
a location which can be shaded 
from the sun while the seed- 
lings are coming up. Sow the 
seeds thinly in flats iii a finely 
worked soil. A good procedure 
is to plant them in shallow 
furrows which are made-iq^ 
pressing the edge of a small 
board lightly into the ground.

Cover very lightly with sand 
or screened sphagnum moss, 
and water carefully with a fine 
sprinkling nozzle. Germination 
will occur in about a week or 
ten days and will be stimulated 
by covering the flats with bur- 
lap or glass to retain moisture. 

When the seedlings have de- 
veloped their second set of 
leaves, they should be trans- 
planted to allow more space 
for the young plants to grow. 
The plants may be sei about 
six inches apart in a cold frame, 
or about a foot apart in their 
permanent location. Most gar- 
deners prefer to have pansies 
in a cold frameduring the winter 
where they are easier to pro- 
tect from severe weather. The 
plants are easy to transplant 
even when in bloom next spring. 

If p^ies are moved to their 
permanent location in the fall, 
the transplanting should be done 
about two weeks before the 
average date of the first fall 
frost in your area. This will 
allow the plants to become well 
established before freezing 
weather occi^'s. Be s u r e to 
control weeds, and apply water 
as needed to maintain soil mois- 
ture. A light mulch of sawdust 
or peat moss will help promote 
vigorous growth. 

Although pansies are quite 
hardy, they should be protected 
during the winter with a coarse 
mulch. Stiff straw, corn stalks, 
or evergreenbranches are suit- 
able materials. Do not use 
leaves because they will be 
packed down by rain or snow 
and may smother the young
